Adsociation, Dec. 9; 1653, by J. Keron, 3d, 
and published by request. 


Lapins anv GantLEMen : 

, Every effort to improve isa laudable and 
encouraging enterpriee ; therefore I greet the 
establishment of this association with a glad 
heart and high isopes. Although in ite infan- 
cy, I behold. in the few faint rays of its morn- 
ing beams the dawn of a perfect day, if its 
principals are devotedly carrivd out,—a day 
which is to give strength and vigor to the 
moral.and mental. advancement ofa nobleand 
worthy portion of the human family,—to the 
mechanic; he, who, like the supreme intelli- 
gence, creates and brings forth utility and 
beauty out of shapeless matter. But encour 
aging as appear the establishment of these ns- 
sociations, for our, moral and mental improve- 
ment, there is much yet to be done beiore s0- 
ciety shall haye reached its * vertex,’ or I 
may even say ascended very far above its 
“ Nadir.” True, befure anything like perfec- 
ton shall have been attained, we must all 
study, learn, and become more familiar with 
the high and holy purposes for which we 
were created.

of every human being, serving it as a leading 
stur to guide {t onward in‘seeking ott the true 
purpose of life, 

In pointing out what I conceive to be the 
true purpose of life, this evening, I shall take 
the liberty, or rather privilege, of throwing 
it in conttast with the general purposes of 
life. ; 

The Purpose of Life.—Much of life seems to 
exist without any pur; ose at all, and the res- 
idue constitutes a purpose’at once curious and 
complex, snarled up in tangled problems 
which seem to tax the most intelligent minds 
to solve their true meaning, but at the same 
“tine, aside from their subtle and secret mo- 
tives, exhibiting much that is plain to be un- 
derstood and profitable for reflection, The 
purposes of lile are various und complicated 
indeed; one class of individuals make amuse- 
ment the sole purpose of their lives, and be- 
come debauchees anid the phantome of plea: 
sure which float around’ them, agd all their 
acts seom trivial and light, ‘They sing,, but 
the words of their song are idle and trashy, 
and its music has no spirituality, They walk 
out amid the scenes of nature and pluck the 
modest wild flower, pleased with ite superti- 
cial beauty, just as the child. is pleased. with 
its toy, but think not and know not that the 
same source of life which spoke their own 
being into existence, also sustains the power 
of that life which perfected the beauty of that 
little flower now withering in their enervated 
hands, This class oi individuals scem to oc- 
eupy osition in life both vain and uselois, 
and at times it seems dificult to determine of 
what advantage they are ta society, Devotees 
of ‘pleasure and idle fancies, they have no 
tastes for the solid food of sober thought aud, 
reflectinn ; consequently, the acts of their 
drenmy day leave no mark ypon the journey 
of lite, by which the following traveller may 
be guided through’ ite, mystersiqus’ labyrinths 
of sirite, gloom and sorrow. The morning of; 
their lives has passed’ awey, and all ite vigor 


his age; withthe sad reflection, that: he has 
had no strong and vigorous manhood which 
was studded and beautified with the diamonds 
of mental culture; with the reficction that tae 
soul and life, which ho drew trom the ciernal 
source of all Iife,must return without usury, 
gangroned and blackened by the foul und 
blighting mildew of avarice. Sad and dreary 
indeed must be the close of such a man’s life, 
in the winter of his age. The few hopes and 
joys of his youth are faded and gone, and their 
echoes preduce only sad and mournful re- 
verberations upon his shattered’ memory. ‘The 
rough hand of time has borne away from him 
the strength and vi:or of manhoo«l's prime, 
but has left him no sustenence for the winter 
of life. Mentally wretched and starving he 
stands upon the trink of the grave, where ere 
long the sleet and the storm will be’ fretting 
away the marble shaft which pride sail have 
raia\ d above his mouldering asher, 


pleasure thus enervates the intellect; if a con- 
stant striving after” power and absolute do- 
minion. absorbs almost the whole of the divine 
essenve in man ; if sordid avarice, and the un- 
tiring search alter gold, dry up the fountains 
of our sympathies, and the spiritual excellence 
of our natures ; if the combined influences of 
these general purposes of life absorb the whole 
of human effort, then we wust infer that it is 


the true parpore of lifo to modify their influ. 
ences, and transform, them into higher and ho- 
lier aimaj., 


Althotigh we: live. amid so much wnete of 
tine and intellect, where cold: hearted selfish- 
ness and pernicious avarice raise their iron 
urns té'orash outofevory living human form 
the image of Almighty’ God, that they: mny 
fill theif "wasting coffers; although we welk 
amid the beenes Of dissolving nature and the 
mMOlildoring relics of our’enee lic in countless 
myriade'teneath the duet we tread upon; wo 
have the Gesurance that: there is that within 
us Whictaives above Uiis carroding waste of 
tin and demands the noblest efforts of our 
lives'to"entich and prepare it for a higher 
sphere of existence in sublimer realms beyond 
the mysterious vale of death. .

debauchee, Thus have I, though perhaps 
véry ifiperfectiy, set forth the influence which 
sociai intercourse has upon the human mind, 
and I would now urge its culti¥tttion: upon 
you, in'consideration of its being one ‘of the 
tri’ pirpeses of life, and that purpose in life 
which isto melt tway the iceberg of that 
aristocratic notion in society, which measures 
the worth of'a man by the size of his heap of 
gold, instead of the intrinsi¢ valu of his seli- 
gious worth, which he has enriched by the 
fruits he has phicked' from the éxamples and 
teachings of Christ; ‘That purpose or princi- 
ple in lift which is:destined to» break down 
the rules of cold conyentionalism, and open a 
saurcein man’s better nature, so that that

a divine sentiment, and until its spieét sinks 
deep into every heart, it will bo use'ess to 
raise churches for the religious, or form assa- 
cictions for the mentel culture of the race, 
Another source through which wo may 
seek out and clevate our conceptions of the 
trae purpose of life, is'@ choice and well reg: 
ulated 'coutso’of reading. ‘This is: a point in 
my subject the most difficult to approach, end 
faithfully treat upon, Our tastes in» reading 


If, then, the constant search and pursuit’ of| gre, perhaps, as’ diyersificd apd notional; as 


they are in dictating us in the choice of our 
toad; and in many instances guide tu a choice 
of reading which is as pootly adap ed to our 
mental health, a8 unwholsoine food is to our 
physical well-being, Jt is scldom ‘that we 
find a perion who does not’ eat enough, but 
the multiplicity of physical diseases which 
are constantly wasting away, demonting aud 
dwarfing the race, give undeniable evidence 


that the food which we tito le very inidiscreet- 
ly Conch, both in kind ‘and quantity. Tt is 
thé same'in teferen¢e to the food which we 
choose for otr mefital sustenance. To eat we 
all know is necessary for the preservation of 
life. To read is jude’ Gé necessary for the pre- 
servation and enlargement of our mental ca- 
pacittes and endowments, The first’ sugges- 
tioh which I'shall make in reference to our 
reading, is this! thet°when’ we read, to read 
with cure, and make what we read the sub- 
ject ‘of careful rofiection, and, ae far as we 
have the power, the topic of social: conversn- 
tidil, 80 that what we know ourselves we may 
{Mipart’to Others, and seek to draw those who 
may be do untortunate'as to be below as, up 
to's higher standard of knowledge ; just as he 
who Stands upon the apex of all knowledge 
and’ excellence, is beckoning to’ us to-come tip 
from the darkened base of error to ‘the sues 
mit of'truth;: from the labyrinths of ‘sin irito 
the light of virtue and. spiritual excellence, 
which is or should be the true purpose of 
jife; 

I shall make but one suggestion more wit- 
der'this head or department of my subject, 
and itis in reference to the choice ot what we 
should read, and upon this subject I canriot 
do better than to use the words of a popular 
lecturer, Which are these, Read liard books.’’ 
There is in this town a library containing 
about six hundred volumes of the best books 
in’ the Sta‘e, (1 use the tern’ best, in a ‘scnse 
that admits of qualificatién)) and the charge 
to'a single person for access to it for one year 
is ‘only fifty cents; ‘yet, I presume there ate 
not one hundred volumes read from it in a 
single year; while there is, in the same period 
or length of time, at ten times that cost, more 
than three’ times its’ number of volumcs of 
light trashy, yellow-covered nonsense read, 
to no pussible beriefit of a single person. Now 
it should’ be the deterniincd purpose of our 
lives and efforts; to ‘counteract the perverting 
influence which light and'tiashy reading has 
upon the young and flexible mind. “I would 
not be understood to condemn ‘all light read- 
ing, very far from that, for I consider a little 
romance not only necessary, but beneficial. 
It is only the excess which I would have rou 
guard agninst. I might mention as specimens 
of profitable light feading, *¢ Uncle Tom's Ca- 
bin,” ‘and the rémanceés of “ Hawthorn ;’’ but 
these should not te read for the mystery of 


theit. sty'e or beauty of* dress, but for the! ati*"} 


sight whith they give us into private and 
humble life. With these impeftest remarks, 
I will take leave/of this part of my subject, by? 
urging you s]l to endeavor to dtaw from all 
your reading some nobler view of the true 
putposeot lite, which is the putting forth of 
all our powers for the elevation, not only of 
ourselves, but for the whole human family, in 
religcous and meéntal culture. 


Again, we may elevate our conception of 
the true purpose of life by acommunion with 
the Supreme Being through the works of na- 
ture, ‘The head, or intellect, may bé benefit- 
ted by literary associations, (and of course to 
some extent the hetrt and sonl,) but deep 
down below our intellects there is an element 
within our hearts which far transcends in ex- 
cellence and beauty every other ele:nent of 
our nature, and it is that part of us which 
secks to draw from every source a true knowl- 
edge of life and its duties. And there. is, 
probably, aside from the bible, no other source 
by which we can learn more of life and God, 
than through his works in nature or the ex- 
ternal world, and consequently no scenes in 
life with which we can commune with more 
profit. I do not mean profitable in the world’s 
meaning, or usual sense of the term, but in a 
higher sense; profitable iit tht sense which 
lifts us above the world, above passion, and 
carries us to that point of goodness where our 
minds tako a higher aim in, and a nobler view 
of life; a point where our souls drink deep of 
the spiritual fount of perfection) and we be- 
come truly, the disciples of Christ. Other, 
may differ from me in this view of the influ- 
ence which ni ture has upon life, but, never- 
theless, I believe that there is a truer and 
higher conception of Christian excellence, and 
the true) urpose of life, to be drawn from a 
communion with such scenes as God, has 
spread out for us in nature, than from all the 
crecds whieh sects have formed, or sermons 
that priests or curates have ever written and 
preached, Before alters, and in the presence 
of mitred heads, the heart grows cold and the 
head sleepy; but hearts and heads seldom 
grow cold or slespy while wandering through 
the aisles of the green old woods. No intel- 
lect grows stupid beneath the solemn shade 
of the hoar old. mountain, nor crecd-wise and 
vicious while straying upon the flower-car- 
peted banks of a guigling brook; but awed, 
softened and spiritu: lized by their combined

We cannot justly 
estimate the power of temptation, till we havo 
yielded ourselves to its grasp, when it is fre- 
quently too late for repentence.

Wonderfal Werks of the Creator. | 


The mariner who first crossed the Central | a 


Atlantic, in search of a new world was aston- 
ished when, on the 19th September, 1492, he 

found himeelf in that great bank of sea-weed 
—the sen-weed meadow of Oviedo—the Sara- 
gossa sea, which, with @ varying breadth of 
100 to 800 miles, stretching over 26 degzces of 
latitude, covering 280,000 square miles in sur- 
face, like a huge floating garden, in which 
countless myriads of minute animals find food 
and shelter. It is the eddy of numerous sca 
tivers which collect in one spot, and the cold 
waters of the Northern Atlantic, mixing with 
the watin streams of the sout ern and wost- 
ern currents, which produce the temperature 


ment of vegetable and animal life. What be- 
comes of the dead remains of this vast marine 
growth? Do they decompose as fast as they 
sre produced? Or do they accumulate into 
deposits of peculiar coal, destined to reward 
the researches of future geoloyists and engi- 
neers when the Atlantic of our day has be- 
come the habitable land of an after time? In 
the chart ot the Pacific Ocean we are present- 
ed with another remarkable influence of sea 
rivers on vegetation. 

From the shures of South Victoria, on the 
Antartic continent, a stream of cold water, 60 
degrees in width, (the reader will recollect 
that in high latitudes the degrees of longitude 
are very narrow,) drifts slowly along in a 
north-east and easterly direction across the 
Southern Pacific until it impinges upon the 
South American coast to the south of Valpn- 
taiso. ‘There it divides into two arms, oze of | 
which stretches south and east, doubles Cape 
Worn, and penetrates into the South-western 
Atlantic; the other flows north-east and then 
north-west along the coast of Chili and Peru, 
carrying colder waters into the warm sea, and 
producing a colder air along-the low plains 
which stretch from the shores of the Pacific to 
the base of the Andes, ‘This current, discoy- 
ered by Humb«ldt and called alter his name, 
lowers the temperature of the air about twelve 
degress, while that of the water is sometimes 
as much as twenty-four degress colder than 
that of the still waters of the ocean through 
which it runs. The cold air seriously affects 
veyetation along the whole of the coast ; at the 
sume time that the cold stream raises fogs and 
mists, which not only conceal the shores and 
perplex the navigator, but extend inland also, 
and materially modify the climate. 

The beautiful and beneficent character of | 
modifying influence becomes not only appar- 
ent, but most impressive, when we consider, 
as the rain map of the world shows us, that 
on the coast of Peru no rain ever falls; and 
that, like the desert of Sahara, it ought there- 
fore to be condemned to perpetual barrenness. | 
But in consequence of the cold stream run- 
ning thus along the borders ‘ the atmosphere 
loses its transparency and the sun is obscured 
for months together. The vapors at Lima are | 
often so thick that the sun seen through them i 
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with the naked eye assumes tre appearance of 
the moon’s disc, ‘hey commence in the 
morning and extend over the plains in the} 
shape of refreshing fogs, which disappear soon 
after mid-day, and are followed by heavy 
dews, which are precipitated during the 
night."" The morning tists and evcnins dews 
thus supply the place of the absent rains, and 
the verdure which covers the plafns is the off- 
spring of a sea-river, What a charming myth 
would the ancient poets have made out of | 
this striking condensation! [Edinburgh Re- 
view,

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EDITORIAL. 

FINISHED EDUCATION. 

There are some incongruities in life, which 
would puzzle a modern philosopher to recon- 
gile with just principle ; and the «Ider we grow 
the more stubborn we are in giving way to 
opinions, which, although popular, are not 
in our opinion sound, Our modern reformers 
wish to teach us that every principle which 
existed in the early days of our primitive his- 
tory, has, by constant progress, become more 
enlarged and of more easy solution. We think 
there are some exceptions to the rule. We 
are too fast in our ideas of particular branches 
of Education,—we mean the acceptable, fash- 
tonable education of the day. 

We have too much fusion of foreign man- 
ners and forciyn influence in the accomplish- 
ment of an American education, the influence 
of which, on young minds, tend to destroy 
the faith and value of our schools and semi- 
naries, and carrics the idea that the sons and 
daughters of America cannot reach a finished 
education without the aid of a residence in 
London or Paris to complete it. This is not 
only a decided error, tut a vain attempt at an 
elevation of society, which cannot be realized 
in crossing the Atlantic. 

Egotistical pride, and the visionary tone of 
our exclusive fashionable circles, make many 
fools and false appearances, which, to a sensi- 
ble ard well cducated mind, are disgusting, 
and to all common observers snbject of mark- 
ed ridicule. Yet how often do we hear the 
remark, that Miss or Mr. A. B. has received a 
finished education, completed it by a residence 
in London or Paris; as though people across 
the Atlantic were moro capable of teaching 
the “ young idea how to slioot,’’ than we are 
in America. We grant that there are many 
prinbij les taught in European schools which 
we don’t teach licre, and don’t wish to. 

One of our exchanges has an article on the 
prominent Americans in Europe. Amongst 
others sojourning in Paris was Mrs. Maria 
Chapman, a well known retident of Boston, 
who was educating her daughters there, in 
branches which could not, she thought, be 
found in New England, and then stating that 
Miss Chi pman was a near relative of Joshua 
Bates, Esq., of Londen ; inferring that the high 
standing of a relative is asufficient apology for 
this foreign residence to gain a finished edu- 
cation. 

We have never visited London or Paris, and 
from specimens af clevated genius and refined 
manners which we have seen, we should never 
seek either of these fascinating cities to edu- 
ecto a child of ours, and we will venture the 
remark that nine out of ten of these finished 
educated scholars, cannot §urpass those of the 
High Schools and Academies of New Eng- 
Tand, and the tenth one will be lost in giving 
a history of they own country. We have 
witnessed the most d#bsurd ignerance, in the 
common rudiments of education, by those fin- 
ished scholars from under foreign teachers. 

We have not room for further remarks on 
this subject to-day. We should like to wipe 
out this blot, this manta for foreign education, 
and shall at some future time resume it. We 
do not believe the world, large as it is, can 
produce. a system of edueation so complete 
and prosperous as are the proofs from eminent 
men educuted in the schools and seminasies of 
New Euglanc.

WHEAT AND OTHER GRAIN. 


Mr. Enrton:—T observed in yeur paper a 
short time since, that a correspondent and 
neigi.bor of ours introduced wheat as a sub- 
ject worthy of much attention. As we have 
had but a little experience in the cultivation 
of this grain, we must acknowledge in the 
onset, that we are not competent to bestow 
upon it that importance which it well de- 
serves; but notwithstanding this our limita- 
tion of its cultivation, we formed a favorable 
opinion, for the grain was very good, and the 
yield superlative to rye. We think the 
pecuniary interest which would accrue from 
raising winter wheat in this section of Massa- 
chusetts, would be superlative to that of most 
other kinds of grain, especially when flour is 
selling atthe present high prices. Why should 
the farmer neglect or oppose the plan of ex- 
tensively cultivating winter wheat in this 
State, for its domestic consumption is certainly 
greater than that of other grain, and the labor 
necessary to be bestowed upon raising wheat, 
is the last, or is small in comparison with that 
essential to most other productions. 

We would not have the reader understand 
that we discard the cultivation of other grains, 
for grain of almost every distinction is worthy 
of propagi tion in the New England States; 
such of those as are congenial to the climate. 
The home consumption of grain is so large, it 
should be a sufficient guarantee to stimulate 
the farmer to its cultivation. Why sho ld 
we ever clepend upon the ‘far west’’ for ou 
grain, when our soil and climate is well adapt- 
ed and congenial for these dependent produc- 
tions? <A certain writer in the N. E. Farmer, 
not long since, estimated that grain could be 
raised i this State, ata less price than what 
jts prices has averaged for years past. This, 
in connection with many other reasons which 
might be given, favors the cultivation of grain 
in this State. J.

COLDS IN SHEEP. 

These animals are not unfrequently affected 
with colds and coughs during the winter sea- 
son, attended with mucous discharges, or a 
running at the nose. The best and most 
effectual remedy with which we are acquaint- 
ed, are the spines and boughs of the white and 
yellow pine and hemlock, and common tar. 
The latter should be rubbed over their noses, 
which may be easily and effectually accom- 
plished by spreading it on a board, and sprink- 
ling salt over it. The animals will devour 
the tar with the salt, and not with so much 
care as to prevent their noses from becoming 
pretty well smeared with it. Careful atten- 
tion and liberal keeping will strengthen sheep, 
and greetly assist them in bearing up against 
this disease, 

After sheep have been kept on dry fodder 
several weeks, they highly relish green or suc- 
culent food. If they are confined to the yard, 
svatter over it the evergreens mentioned above, 
and they will be found to leave the best timo- 
thy or clover, and feed on the pine and hem- 
lock leaves. ‘Turnips, beets, or carrots chopt, 
and fed to sheep, tend to keep them atrong 
and in a healthy condition, and there is noth- 
ing lost to the farmer in feeding these and oc- 
casionally a few beans or a littlecorn, They 
yield more wool, and larger and strongor lambs, 
under such treatment, and afford more profit 
than if scantily fed.

Ways urged, that‘one of the great and lasting 
attractions to a city or town is the beautiful 
foliage of ornamental trees, threugh the pub- 
lic streets, and even in winter the leafless 
limbs ‘ure évidenée of the enterprising charac- 
ter of the people. 

There cannot be but one opinion on this 
subject, as we must all acknowledge these im- 
provements add largely to the beauty of every 
town, and comfort to its citizens. And it isa 
very easy: matter to succeed, if the plans are 
right in the beginning.

, This adds another to the long: list of terri- 
ble disasters by the late storm. None but 
those who have been upon the ocean, can 
know the frightfu! scene of a storm at sea. 

We select a few particulars from the long 
Hist of distressing scenes in this terrible ship- 
wreck. 

F. W. Southworth, who was also a passen- 
ger on ¢! e San Francisco, in a letter gives the 
fullest account of thie .econe which we have 
yet met with, and supplies the melancholy 
particulars of the circumstances attending the 
loss of Mr. James C. Stockweil. He says: 

“At about'’é o'clock a might swell, such as 
ean only be formed by old ovean when lashed 
by such a tempest, struck our vessel amid- 
ships, completely submerging the wheelhouse, 
and washing them, with all their inmates, 
within an instant, at leact half a mile distant, 
into the foaming sea. Myself and Mr. Rankin 
were among the number who were washed 
away, and the only two ot this entire compa- 
ny who were successful in regaining the ship. 
All the rest sunk into the jaws ef death, and 
were rocked into an eternal sleep by the rear- 
ing, swelling sca. 

AsI can only describe the awful situation 
of these mortals by my own experience, I hope 
I will be excused for alluding te myself. J 
well remember I was lying in my state-room, 
on the after deck, with a traveling companion, 
Mr. James C Stockwell, when there camo & 
shock and sudden crash of breaking timber, 
and I felt myself rolling like a top in the wa- 
ter, with salt brine rushing into my mouth 
and almost blinding me. 

When I rose to the surface of the ocean a 
harrowing sight was before me. I was half a 
mile from the steamer, and around me was 
about an acre of floating timber. Immediate- 
ly by my side came up from the deep Mr. 
Stockwell, who caught hold of the same stick 
of timber to which I had clung for safety. 
The stick began to sink, and I caught hold of 
another piece, and made the best of my way 
to the wrecked steamer. Two or three huge 
swells soon tossed me near the ship, and I 
grasped a rope forward of the whee!house, to 
which I clung, rising and falling with the 
pitching vessel. 

While in this situation I saw a man stand- 
ing on the paddle of the wheel who was 
plunged into the ocean at every roll of the 
steawer, and who probably perished, Losing 
my strength, 1 dropped from the rope to} 
which I clung. and fortunately a friendly 
wave threw me against the guard of the ves- 
sel, which I seized hold ef, and the next 
plunge carrying me still higher on the guard, 
I was enabled at last to crawl upon the for- 
ward deck, and there with my hand broke 
open a state-room window nnd ‘crept into it 
half drowned. While in the water the sight 
around me was worse than death itself, 

When I rose to the surface of the water, I 
saw about forty struggling for life, and about 
one half of them had blood streaming trom 
wounds about the heads. Being blinded by 
what I thought was the salt water, I put my 
hand to iny forehead to wipe away the brine, 
when I was surpriagd to find tha¢I was bleed- 
ing myself, from a wound on my brow. It is 
theretore conclusive that most of those washed 
away were at the same ti:.e wounded by the 
crashing timbers. Beside myself, Mr. Rankin 
was the only one saved of those who were 
swept into the occan. 

Such was the force of the w. ves tha'. they 
broke in a part of the deok, and killed and in- 
jured several, besides deluging the passengers 
in the lower cabins, and filling the saloons 
with water., Captain Gardiner slept on deck, 
and was not swept away with the others, but 
at one time found a map by his side, with a 
splinter thrust through his head, which must 
have killed him instantly,” 


Col. Gates’s wife makes a stetement, in 
which she gives the particulars in regard to the 
loss of Major Taylor and his wife. ‘Th: y were 
last seen with life-preservcrs around them, 
and hand in hand. He sank grst, but she was 
sees buffeting the waves for five minutes. 
They were seen to Jump overboard together. 

Lieut. Winder in his account of the loss of 
the San Francisco, mentions this incident, af- 
ter nearly all the passengers had been taken 
off:—* Corporal Smith came to me and said 
his child was sick, and in about en hour after 
that he sent word to me and said he was very 
sick himself and would like to see me. I went 
to him and found that he was about dying;

he and the child were dead. I had her put 
into a state-roem, and during the night slie 
was found dead in bed, her only child, then 
living, lying asleep beside her. She was fol- 
lowed to the other world soon aftor, ty her 
other child,”

‘ope, and the granary of Italy, it now does 
not produce torn encugh for its own con- 
sumption, but has to import it from Calabria. 
Over n great part of the country there is no 
other means of communication than by mules 
and bridle paths ; districts in which large ci- 
ties flourished are now a silent and desolate 
wilderness; roads; which formerly existed, 

have been interrupted—in some places by ac- 
cidents, such as the carrying away of a bridge 
by a flood; and no official person has been 
tound inclined to take upon himself so much 
of public duty as to'seo to its repair, though 
the inhabitants, suffering greatly from the 
loss, would gladly pay for the restoration. As 
long as there remains a ledge a foot broad, 
along which a mule may scramble, the mcans 
of communication are thought good enough, 

Between Sciacca and Girgenti, a great pert of 
the way lies through morrasses, sandy dunes, 
bogs, and rivers which travelers must ford. 
Scarcely any of the streains furnish a regular 
and moderate supply of water, their beds 
being, ns in quite wild countries, sometimes 
dry, and sometimes filled with rushing tor- 
rents, which sweep everything before them. 
Whole districts are becoming stcrile, from the 
gradual disappearance of the trees, which the 
ignorance of the people induces them to con- 
sider unwholesome, and productive of fever. 
This inercasing scarcity of wood is also high- 
ly injurious to the sulpher works, which have 
often to obtain their supplies from Calabiia; 
and when the cargoes arrive, the wood has to 
be carried on the backs of asses to its place of 
destination, It is scarcely necessary to say 
that the few so-called schools are, throughout 
Naples and Sicily, in the most miserable con- 
dition.

In the 
magnificent harbor of Syracuse, where thou- 
sands of vessels of the largest size could find 
safe and convenient anchorage, there were 
found scarcely a dozen little skilfs; the town 
was swarming with soldiery, and the seamen 
were begging in the streets. In Messina, the 
strects burnt down in 1845 remain in precise- 
ly the same state; and no hand has been stir. 
red to restore the villages that were laid in 
ashes, Of Calabria, General Strongholi nim- 
self stated, in tie Chamber of Peers, that its 
condition was, in 1849, entirely that of a 
country relapsing into barbarism. ‘The peas- 
ants no longer respected the rights of prop- 
erty; the land could hardly be cultivated for 
the banditti; whoever possessed any property 
was exposed to continual plunder—his cattle 
was driven away, and if he refused to comply 
with the most outrageous demands, he was 
sure to see, soon after, his house and farm- 
buildings in flames.” 


During the last excavations made at Pom- 
peii several human skeletons, and one of a 
dog, were discovered, pressed one upon tlic 
other. ‘Two gold rings, ornamented with ca- 
noes, were found on the fingers of the lft 
hand of one of the skeletons. The remains 
of an antique villa have been discovered be- 
tween Acerno and Scafati, on the banks of the 
Sarno, at a depth of only three or four feet 
under the level of the earth. 


Twenty-eight vessels were wrecked on the 
Florida Reef during the last year, and twen- 
ty-nine arrived in distress, ‘Tho estimated 
value of these yossels and their cargoes was 
$2,082,500, of which only about $330,100 was 
the loss of underwriters. The amount paid 
for salvage was $174,350, and for repairing, 
&c., $165,760.

traffic, go out into soalety, and, for the love of 
gold, erect a barrier dgeinst’ tho moral action 
of public epinion, in‘erresting this traffic in 
Itum, They are earnest in thelr private clo- 
ste in supplication for delivesence from the 
evils of the wosld, and forget it when they 
are callod by such° scores to remeve the 
couse.

PLANS FOR THE YBAR. 

An even distribution of labor is of much 
importance, and not unfrequently entirely 
overlooked. Hands hired for the season com- 
monly come to understand the routine of work 
much better thin day hands, and they work 
moie cheaply. 4 farmer sows half his ficlds 
with wheat, with the hope of realizing a fine 
sum of moncy; but after the wheat is sown, 
his men have but httle to do that is profitable 
until the next harvest, when he may be com- 
pelled to pay triple wages, all of which trim 
down the profits, to say nothing about the 
“rough material.’”’ The appropriation of 
land to the production of some particular pro- 
duct exclusively, has been beautifully advo- 
cated hy theorists ; butin long pri ctice it will 
not be found to compare with mixed husband- 
ry, thit is, with the judicious rotation o¢ 
crops, combined with raising full herds of do- 
mestic animals for the production of manure. 
In other words, ruise plenty of animals, to en- 
rich the crops, which are to feed the animals 
agzin, This action and reaction is the very 
bost way te create a plentiful surplus for sale, 
and at the same time preserve or increase the 
fertility of the farm, 

There is no error more common than the 
imperfect execution of certain operations, 
when the farmer finds himself behind hand, 
with a deficiency of hands. ‘This error is the 
cause of the luxuriant growth of mullcins and 
thistles so often seen in pastures; and the 
heavy coating of weeds which overpower 
young root-crops, and choke the free growth 
of corn and potatoes. These often consume 
all the nett profits of the crop, and a dafective 
plan thus compels the farmer to labor for 
nothing. We have known a crop of oats so 
diminished by a few days delay in sowing in 
spring, and a large field of wheat by a similar 
dciay in autumn, as barely to pay for secd and 
labor, which otherwise might have yielded a 
heavy return. 

The eis no remedy for these evils buta 
careful and acc:irate plan of operations at the 
commencement of the year. The course of 
cropping should be distinctly marked out be- 
forechund, and the number of acres deterinined 
for the oats, barley, corn, potatoes, carrots, 
wheat, corn-fodder, &c: the amount of labor 
for each of these may bencar!y estimated, and 
the time in the season when each should be 
fully completed ; and then, making allowance 
for interruptions, accidents, and rainy weath- 
er, the requisite force may be timely secured, 
and the whole machinery move on with reg. 
ularity and without derangement. All these 
plans must be filly recorded in a book kept 
. for the purpose—if the memory is depended 
on, confusion and failure will be the certain 
result, If possible, the year's plans should 
be so completely digested, that the operations 
of every week may be distinctly laid down on 
a page allotted for cach; the necessary varia- 
tion of a few days, according to the earliness 
or lateness of the season, may be casfly made 
afterwards. On such a book as this, notes 
may be made with the progress of the scason, 
thus perfecting the plan for asecond year, A 
few minutes daily devoted in this way, will 
accomplish much that is valuable to the farm- 
er, and prevent a great deal of anxiety and 
confusion, [Country gentleman. 


THE POTATO DISEASE. 

A very plausible: explanation of the cause 
of the potato rot has lately been given iu a pa- 
per read bofore the Kilkenny (Ireland) Liter- 
ary and Scientific Institution, by David For- 
guson, Fsq. We takes the ground, that the 
potato plant is an annual, empowered by God 
with two modes of reproduction. ‘The one, 
like the oak tree, lives only for years; the 
other, lives forever. Both live and die inde- 
pendent of each other, while the plant pro- 
viding for, but independent of, both. Hence 
the sced ot the potatos like the acorn of the 
oak, the seed of apple, or the egg of a hen. 
The potato, at the bottom. of. the stalk has a 
quantity of eyes; each eye possesses the sane 
property, for a time, that the seed or egy of a 
hen does; but the potato, like the tree or hen, 
becomes aged and past bearing; the oak lives 
after it ceases to bear, as do also the apple 
tree and the ben; apd so elgo, the potato, 
The oak, the apple tree and the hen die from 
ge, and why not also the potato? He infors 
from these tacts, that the poteto should be re- 
nowed every few years, by planting the seod

The Comte appointed to examine Phinehas 
Mun, who was sent under Guard by the Com 
o. Concord, as a Person very dungerous to the 
American States, have examined the suid 
Mun, and tind by his own coniession that Le 
is an inhabitant of Deerfield in the County of 
Hampsiire was draited by his officer to do 
duty in the army—refused to go, or to pay 
‘ils fine and to avoid (what he culied difficul- 
iy) went off to tue e.emy, tarried some days 
in Burgoynes Camp, then returned to Deer- 
iiclu, but being toid that was nota place ot 
safety ior him again attempted to join the 
enemy, but finding Burgoyne surrounded 
by the Americans, he procceded to Montrial ; 
where he spent the winter, but being sensi le 
as he saith thut he had committed a mistake 
with regard to Britons Power intentions &¢ 
ne resolved to return to his country and de- 
iiver himself up and on his way to some part

STEAMER SAN FRANCISCO. 

The receiving of the passengers from this 
unfertunnte steamer has created much public 
sympathy, and the right sort of feeling has 
been manifested in various ways toward thesc 
noble-hearted seamen who came to their res- 
cue, when every human effort for safety was 
given over. There is something beautiful and 
extremely touching in reading the many in- 
cidents relating to this sad disaster, and we 
admire to sec the actions of men prove that 
the human heart is not so entirely crusted 
over by inhumanity and love of gold as to 
prevent its breaking forth, in all its warm 
sympathy, at the scene of distress, 

_ Where can we find a nobler specimen of 
humanity than among those who live as it 
were on the broad ocean. Where can we look 
er find deeds of noble daring in the cause of 
human suffering, of more surpassing heroism, 
or acts of intrepid bravery, than history und 
recent events shine forth in the true-hearttdl: 
ssilor. We have always been the seaman’s 
friend; have been with the:n on the ocean, 
when the storms have swept over us with all 
their fury; when the mountajn wave seemed 
ready to bury us in the deep ; and on one oc- 
casion, which we shall never forget, in one of 
these mighty storms which call all hauds on 
duty, our frail bark lay at its mercy, fast sink- 
ing frem an undiscovered leak. Then we saw 
the noble traits of the sailor. By a personal 
effort of ours we saved the vessel, which could 
net have floated an hour. In that awful time, 
when in almost Egyptian darkness, we could 
just see by the dim light of a lantern that the 
‘vessel was fast settling down, the water hav- 
ing reached the cabin floor, and old weather- 
beaten seaman came to us, as we stood firm at 
the helm, and with a steady look said, ‘‘ We 
are fast going to the bottom, sir, what can J 
do to save you.” ‘ Buta kind Providence in- 
terceded for us, and we were by a fortunate 
circumstance saved. 

Many years have passed over us since this 
eccurrence on the boisterous waves of Lake 
Erie, but we have never been unmindful ot 
the welfare of seamen. ‘They have been con- 
sidered as belonging to the lower classes, sub- 
ject te impositions, and treated in the worst 
manner by those who should havo begn their 
protectors. It is, howover, different now. 
Public opinion is awake, and the welfare 
and interest of seamen will not be neglected. 

We are led to this subject more particularly 
to notice what we think is entirely wrong in 
the awards of the Committees who distribute 
the funds subscribed for the testimonial of 
public feeling to those brave men, who peril- 
ed lives and property to save the forlorn pas- 
sengers on the steamer San Francisco, We 
think they have overlooked the men who 
tugged at the oar, and performed the labor 
and daring attempts on those ocean waves, 
and whose strong arms and noble hearts 
flinched not till every living being was safe, 
the seamen before the mast have not, in our 
opinion, received their merited reward, 

Why 10t give them the frecdom of a city. 
Why not gather them on change, take them by 
the hand, and thank ¢hem-with hearty cheers 
for their noble deeds. We would not take 
from the officers one particle of public praise, 
but we would add much to the hardy crews ; 
both have a scanan's heart, and these men 
who do the duty are equal in praise with 
these who give tho command. In this case 
officers receive gold medals with thousands of 
dollars, while the sailor is awarded only o 
few hundred, It does not suit our ideas of 
strict justice. 

‘We take from the New York Tribune the 
interesting ceremony of presenting Captain 
Crighton, ef the ship Three Bells, the freedom 
of the city, with a gold box.

From the mo- 
ment you discovered the San Francisco, until 
you had rescued from a watery grave more 
than two hundred distracted beings, I might 
touchingly allude to your tears from day to 
day, as witnessed by your sailors, because you 
could not sooner relieve the unfortunate. I 
might speak of the fearful responsibility you 
assumed in violating the ineurance of your 
ship and valuable carge by deviating from 
yeur specific course ; of your personal perils 
amid the howling tempest; of the four inch 
stream of water pouring in upon you, which 
compelled both pumps to be constantly 
wrought before you discovered the wreck ; of 
the disadvantages of 400 tons of iron and 
large quantities of merchandise in a ship of 
only 700 tons burthen; of the loss of every 
sail before you saw the wreck, save your fore- 
sail and mainsail,—I might dwell on these 
historical truths and on your affectionate re- 
gard for the rescued, but I forbear. 

All this and even more ia on every tongue 
and uttered around every fireside, and cannot 
be glorified by me. The éontemplation ofthe 
good you have effected will ever be a delight- 
ful solace to you, and your humanity will be 
a precious inheritance for your consanguinity ; 
the wives and children of those whose lives 
you preserved will ever love you, and trans- 
mit your name to their farthest posterity ; the 
marinera of every ocean will strive to imitate 
your glorious example; the noble youth of 
our country will read of your heroic deeds and 
resolve to cultivate your manly virtues ; little 
children already lisp your name in terms of 
praise; tears of gratitude are freely shed fcr 
you by both sexes, and fervent prayers go up 
to heaven from all the habitations of this land, 
that your valuable life may long be preserved, 
and that health, happiness and prosperity 
may ever be your lot, and your name will be 
revered by coming generations, when every 
being who beholds this day’s sun shall be a 
tenant of the tomb.

Scott. The visitors in the room at this time 
gave six cheers for Gen. Scott and six cheers 
for Capt. Crighton. 

One fine looking old gentleman who was 
introduced to Capt. C, said, ‘I would rather 
take you by the hand than the proudest mon- 
arch that ever sat upon a throne.” 

A little apprentice boy with a pap*r cap on 
his head, and having his shirt sleeves rolled 
up te his shoulders, entered the room, and as 
he shook hands with the captain said, ‘ Be ot 
good cheer,” 

It is extimated that during the time the cap- 
tain remained in the Hall he was visited by 
upward of two thousand persons. There were 
also a number of Indics present, who greeted 
him warmly; one rapturously kissed his hand 
as he passed, 

Atl a’clock the committee’ escorted the 
captain from the Hall to the Astor House 
‘The preamble and resolutions passed by both 
Boards of the Common Council, neatly en- 
grossed and enclosed in an elegant gilt frame, 
were also presented to Capt. Crighton. The 
American and English flags appear at the to)) 
of the resolutions, while beneath is a sea 
scene representing the wrecked steamer, and 
the Three Bells rescuing the sufferers. In the 
afternoon the committee of the Board honored 
the captain with a dinner at the Astor House, 
It was not, however, made public, none ex- 
cepting the guest, the committee, and several 
members, being present.

No. 5. 

Mr. ! prron:—The recent severe weather 
must operate very hard upon the poorer clas- 
ses /of society. ‘The ground is so completely 
closed up, that all out door work (excepting 
ice-cutting,) is very dull, Fuel is high, rents 
the same; edibles advancing in price, and to 
those who have large families, and only what 
they earn from day to day, cold weather, and 
hungry mouths, are sorry companions. I 
hope all who are blest with a plenty, will be 
remindful of the poor and needy. How many 
auffering families can be made comfortable by 
a small share of what is thrown from the ta- 
bles of the rich, every day. How many shiv- 
ering bodies can be made warm and cheerful 
by the cast-off clothing of those who can com- 
mand a new garment every week, I fear the 
prospects of the poor, tor some time to come 
are cheerless. ‘The price of wages is generally 
the last to rise, and the firet to fall; with the 
high rate ot provisions this is a meltncholy 
Avil, and if breadstuffs should contiuue to rise 
itis a serious question whether or not destitu- 
tion and hunger will not sweep over the land, 
especially if the threatened conflict in Europe 
should take place. Perhaps much of the .e- 
cent rise is the consequence of speculation 
and false alarm. There certainly isa large 
store of grain of all kinds locked up in the 
western states, waiting for the opening of lake 
and river navigation, By the infamous pio- 
ceedings at Erie, the land communication 
with the west is greatly frustrated, and im- 
mense quantities are thus detained. Corn and 
flour are higher in Boston than New York or 
Liverpool, but this cannot long be, for these 
articles, like water, will Gud their level. If 
the great magazines of grain that find an out- 
let upon the waters of the Dladk aud Baltic 


seas should be closed against the wants of 
Southern and Western Europe, a great foreign 
demand will be the result, and the compara- 
tively small amount that we now export, will 
be swelled to such quantities as to create a 
scarcity here. Ifour country should remain 
neutral, our carrying trade will rapidly en- 
large, and all staple products find & quick and 
profitable market abroad, A recent writer of 
much reflection, (speaking of the futuro of 
America,) doubts if the increased products of 
the country, will keep pace with the increase 
of population, and Lord Bacon, I think, said, 
“No one virtue, yet, 
Will atop that worst of vices, propagation— 
Sure starvation.” 

The lecture last week was by Prof. Hitch- 
cock, of Bowdoin College, and it was truly a 
lecture, such as few men can give, and few 
audiences are favored with. Subject, “ The 
human races in America.” The lecture was 
first delivered on Thursday evening in Lyceum 
Hall, but, owing to its great length, it was 
much abreviated, The public were so de- 
lighted, that he was requested to repeat it on 
Friday evcning in the vegtry of the Orthodox 
ehurch. Atanearly hour the large vestry, 
as well as the adjoining smaller one, was com- 
pletely filled, and for more than two hours 
the lecturer euchained the attention of his 
hearers with the fire of genius, the benuty of 
poetry, and thegich imagery of scholarship, 
tempering the whole with the most pleasing 
and the most convincing argument. ‘The lec- 
ture was an epitome of the world’s history for 
the last five centuries, so far as it effected the 
discovery and settlement ef America—analys- 
ing the English, French, Spanish, German and 
Irish characters at home—motives and pros- 
pects here—the natural aptitude of our soil 
and climate for the development of specific 
habits and tastes—the peculiar geographical 
position of the Western continent, embracing 
every degree of heat and cold; its carliest 
probable inhabitants, later Indian occupants 
and English settlement; and final * manifest 
destiny,” asa great nation, a free people, a 
powerful element in christianity and civilizing 
the world, Condemning the rigid conserva- 
tism of one elass, and the Fillibustering spirit 
of the other, he had * no fear of young Amer- 
ica,"’ but believed the wellfare of our country 
rested upon the school-house, tte meeting- 
house, and the militia; not a standing ariny 
of title and indolence, but a citizen eoldiery, 
full of industry in peace, full of bravery and 
emulation in war, believing the Olive branch 
should precede the sword, but that the sword 
should be kept br’ght and convenient. The 
lecturer closed with a beautitul tribute to the 
inemory of our fathers, and a thrilling ap- 
peal to the young, to guard well the sacred 
trust committed to their care.

HOUSING AND PAINTING FARM VE- 
HICLES. 

It is strange what a difference there is among 
farmers with regard to the importance of 
housing their wagons and ‘carts. Prudent, 
economical men, in most things, are wholly 
insensible to the great loss they experience by 
allowing their expensive vehicles to be beaten 
upon and sonked by the storms, and checked 
and ehrunk by the blazing sun. 

Wagons and carts from the maker's shop 
are scldem well-painted. The owner gets so 
anxious to be using his new cart, and the old 
one seems so unbearable, that the cart is taken 
from the shop before the little 0) eninss in the 
wood and the joints are half filled with paint, 
—the farmer ‘guesses it will do,’ and away 
it goes to commence a straight-forward course 
to decay.

But the wheels are the most important part 
Upon them has the most labor been expended 
in proportion to their weight, and of them 
should the most care be taken. ‘The hubs, 
generally, are made of elm. Elm, exposed to 
the weather, is of short duration. It is used 
because it is difficult to split it in driving the 
spokes. White-oak hubs invariably check 
and open, when uncovered by paint, and ex- 
posed to the weather. White-oak timber— 
iadeed all timber, loses its strength and tena- 
city after being again and again exposed to 
rain and air. The hub then grows soft, the 
spokes settle into it a very little, and the con- 
sequence is that the tire is loose, and the 
blackemith’s aid is needed, 

A wagon left out of deors will in a few 
years become a spongy, heavy mass, unprofit- 
able to use. As prool of the correctness of 
these remu.k+, we know of a farmer who has 
run down three sets of wheels by exposure, 
and not by work, while another has a pair of 
wheels perfectly sound, built a year or two 
betore his neigbor’s first pair. In the first |. 
cise the whecls have never been housed, win- 
ter nor summer; but have been left by the 
road-side, as if impregnable ‘as the stone wall 
to injury from the weather. In the other case 
the cart hus been unitormly housed, and al- 
woys well painted. It must be very intelli- 
gible to the reader which is the wiser course. 


Sermxo Favit Tazes.—Th.e question has 
been very broadly discussed this last fall, 
whether autumnal or spring tranaplanting of 
fruit trees is best ?-The subject has been intro- 
duced into nearly all our agricultural ex- 
changes, aud we find them generally agrec- 
ing t— 

1. That no tree should be set where stand- 
ing water will cover its roots through a con- 
siderable portion of the winter and spring; 
leaving the inference that the first important 
operation: in planting an orchard is thorough 
draining, if the ground requires it. 

2. That trees may be transplanted with the 
best success while in a state of repose; that 
is, from the time wien the leaves have fallen, 
to that when the ground begins to freeze, and 
that if leit until spring, they must be taken 
up betore she sap is in motion. 

3. That more depends updén the manner in 
wich the work is done, than upon the par- 
tioular seacen.

Sinore—Tur Coast or Pontus 1x Asta 
Mrnoxn.—The toile wing notice of Sinope wnere 
the recent battle wus fought between the 
Turks and Russians, will at the present moe- 
ment be read with interest ; 

‘A stroll on shore to sec the place and 
sketch it from the circling beach agreeably 
filled u; @ long lovely evening. The sunbad 
veiled lis bloodsh_t eyes behind a dark bank 
of clouds, leaving lurid tints of purple and 
yellow to pervade earth, air and water. The 
wind hushed; the bay, as frozen over; town 
silent as sleep or death, not even one twitter- 
ing bird, to break the stillness of our walk ; 
fishermen drawing their net languidly, pende 
ant sails wooing the Lreeze in vain, and lazy 
oars unimproved along the beats’ sides; nil 
Sinope the embodiment of calm repose in its 
highest ideality, The temples, palaces aud 

orticoes, erected by a powertul Tine of kings, 
iave been levelled with the dust. Nought 
:emains of so much magnilicence save a dirty 
or enial town of a thousand wretched houses, 
surrounded by crumbling walls, and totteriig 
towers of Byzintine construction. Almost 
equally a wreck is the enormous hull of an 
embryo two-deck, which stands unJuunched 
on the stocks; built here where timber and 
work are cheap; never finished; allowed to 
rot. Does this fact elucidate the subject ‘ 
Alas for Sinope. ’ 

The ancient capital of Pontus under that 
great man Miibridates Kupator, and tne birth- 
place ef that great beast Diogenes the Cynic, 
originally a colony of the Milesians, and de 
civing its name from an amphibious young la- 
dy who was the unnatural off-spring of a river 
and a town, the Asopue and Methone, atte: 
she had eloped hither with a third element, 
Appollo or the 8unshows indeed but few wa- 
ces of such illustrious antecedents. Many 
fragments of ancient architectural] art, howev- 
er, such 4s broken columns, mutilated cor- 
nices, and half-defaced inscriptions on archi- 
traves and sepulchral stones, have been made 
use of in raising these feeble fortifications, and 
they still attest what Sinops once was; while 
the quarries above the town, whence one of 
the calcerous beds {in the trachytic rock over- 
laid by a black volcanic formaiion ssems to 
have turnished its building materials, tell an 
eloquent tale of its sudde downfall, for large 
blocks lie there hewn and ready for removal, 
some sculptured, and some actually on their 
way to the city. We saw also the picturesque 
ruins of an acqueduct, designed by Pliny the 
Younger to supply the Sinopians with good 
water jrom a distance of sixteen miles; and 
the ancient mole can be distinguished under 
the sea, enclosing a considerable space alony 
the shore, and leaving only a narrow éntrance 
for galleys, but many of the great square 
stones componing it have been worn and dis- 
placed by the action of the waves with the aid 
of the universal destroyer, Time.’

SY PROF. AGASSIZ. 


Nothing is more difficult for the Geologist 
than to determine the chronology of modern | 
deposits, This requires minute investigation, 
so many things are to be considered. With | 
the older geological formations the difficulty 
is by no means ao great. Suppose another 
mountain chain like that of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the Alps, the Himalaya, or the Cauca- 
sus should be elevated, what a change would 
be made in the superficial strata of the 
globe! 

Before the period of the drift in this coun- 
try, corals were forming much farther to the 
North than they form at present, for the finer 
materials of the drilt are found deposited upon 
such acoralline growth. These corals could 
only have been developed in a warmer climate, 
and consequently this portion of the continent 
must have enjoyed a warmer climate than at 
present. We find now iu the northern part 
of our hemisphere the remains of animals not 
to be found in the tropios; the mammoth ele- 
phant, Siberian rhinoceros, and other pachy- 
derms; these are found in the Northern re- 
gions of Europe also, and indicate that the 
Arctic Zone once wes warmer than now. ‘Tic 
state of the preservation of these animals 
shows that they were suddenly overtaken by 
a change of climate, as in the case of the re- 
cently discovered elephant, the skin and flesh 
of which were so well preserved as to be at- 
tacked and consumed by dogs and wolves. 
They must have existed thousands and thou- 
sands of years ago, even before man was crea- 
ted; and yet this animal appears now, on the 
thawing of the ice, in a perfect state of preser- 
If this were the only instance, we 


| 


vation. 
might suppose it to be the result of some lo- 
cal accident; but tl.eir remains are said to be 
found, partially preserved, in great numbers, 
their bones even actually forming piles. They 
must have been as numerous 4s other species 
now living in Africa, It is not possible that 
they could have been transported after death, 
their remains ere so perfect and connected, 


They must have been suddenly oyertaken by 
a cold climate. 
It has been supposed that the globe has 


changed its axis of rotation, and that what is 
now the Arctic Circle wag originally a warm- 
er region; but this cannot have been the case, 
We cannot explain this sudden change, but 
must take the facts as they are, and await a 
satisfactory solution of the difficulty. 

If the climate was once warmor, we would 
expect to find remains of animals now living 
in more tropical rezions, and this is the cuse. 
They are found farther North than they now 
exist. 

The limits of the direct influence of the gla- 
ciers may be traced about to the Middle States, 
t. eir indirect influence exhibiting itself far- 
ther to the South by the melting of the ice 
and consequent deposits. We can establish a 
certain chronology of this warm season, of the 
subsequent ice period, 1nd of the drift period.

There is no necessity for supposing 
that these islands have been formed in the sea 
and afterwards supplied with lite from «tiie 
contiguous shores. The islands of Boston 
harbor were onca’ parts of the continuous 
sheet of drift which forma the main land, 
which have cen isolated by the currents and 
tides, 

Geologists do not all agree in interpreting 
the physical phenomena of this country, much 
less do they agree upin a chronology. We 
must be satistied of this, that the drift has 
preceded the terrestrial atimals. ‘Lo uncer- 
stand the distribution ef animal lite in North 
America, we must learn what position they

32° Fahr., we find the limitsof forest vege- 
tation, North of ‘this, vegetation is limited 
and stunted, and we flid animals of a peculiar 
kind, existing nowhere else, All around the 
globe in this. Arctic Fanua, we find the poler 
bear, the blue fox or white fox, the moose, the 
teindeer, the polar hare; the walrus and the 
Greenland seals; birds of the low gst families, 
with web. feet, potrels, cormorants, divers, 
ducks and geese, Reptiles are wanting, and 
insects rare and only of the lowest orders.

The different 
species are not so numerous, their beauty and 
brightness of color is.not so marked nor so di- 
versified as in the tropics, What they may 
have of inferiority in species and’ beauty is 
made up in size and number of individuals, 
The whales are well known for their gigantié 
size, Fish also are innumerable: amongst 
them are the salmon, white fish, sturgeon, 
cat fish and suckers, On this continent the 
Arctic Fanua extends farther South on the 
Eustern than on the Western Coast. 

South of the artic fanua and commencing 
where this leaves off, we find another class of 
animals constituting the Temperate Fanua. 
The southern boundary of this fanua is not 
so well defined as the northern, for in this re- 
gion are high mountains and table lands, es- 
tablising a far colder temperature in cortain 
portions than in others, and fitting them for 
the abode of the animals of the arctic zone. 

In the colder parts at the north, the trees 
lose their folinge at the end of the season, ex- 
cept the pines and spruces, these last prevail- 
ing; further south the deciduous trees pre- 
vail; and still further south are found the 
palm and other tropical trees, The temperate 
fauna of Asia extends all uver its eastern por- 
tion, over severa! other isolated regions, and 
over the north of Africa, and indicates the 
European character of these regions. 

In Europe the northern boundaries of the 
temperate fatina are the Alps and the Pyre- 
nees.

Remarkable Natural Curtesity. 


We were favored this morning by Mr. Wm. 
Carlow, with a description of the, singular 
cave, recently discovered, in Calaveras county.

It was discovered, not long since, “by a 
Frenchman, who was clearing the gtound 
‘round its mouth, in order to turn the ceuree 
of @ spring creek, near by. The location of 
the cave is, on the trail leading from Abbete’s 
ferry on the Stanislaus to Murphy's‘carip, in 
Calaveras county, about one mile aid é* half 
| Tote the Fiver. “Notwithstanding the fact that, 
for some yours, & gr@at deal of passing to and 
fro, near the entrance of the cave, has been 
constantly going on,'6 discovery was ever 
made previous to the one by the Frenchman, 
This will not be so great a matter of wonder, 
when it is understood that the mouth or.ene 
(vance is but three or four. feet in diameter, 
and in order to enter the cave proper, ene 
must descend some sixty feet, in nearly aper- 
pendicular direction. The first Afteen feet of 
the descent is so steep that a notched tree fs 
necessary ‘*o effect its passago, in liew.of.a 
ladder,. At the foot of the tree isa ledge.of 
tock, and below, snother, ‘hese projections 
shooting out afford a foothold for adventurers 
to the base of the shaft, upon reaching which, 
a large chamber is found, in connection with 
others, Of larger and smaller dimensions,.The 
air is pure, permitting a candle to burn stead- 
ily. The chamber is encircled by shelving 
rocks, underneath which, and scattered over 
the floor, are quantities of human bones, game 
prising many skulls, all in a good state of pre- 
servation, only the cellular structure of the 
bones of the fuce having disappeared; they 
are smaller thin the general averege size of 
the same, the bones coniprising them being 
quite thin, Very many of the bones are pete 
rified, One, a thigh bone, has been broken 
near the middle, and is lapped some three 
inches, both extremities having undergone 
complete petrifaction, 

The Indians, although questioned closely 
as to their-knowledge of the cave; manifest 
nothing but ignorance of it presence; and 
whether it was the burial place of the red 
man at some remoto period, or'theden of wild 
beasts, who dragged. their captives’ there'te 
davanr them, will in all probability remain’ as 
it is a profound secret. “Some light’ might be 
thrown upon the aubject by an examination 
of the skulls, and as there is supposed tobe 
individuals in the medical profession in’ this 
State who have made themselves converaant 
with crainology, perhaps a trip to this cave 
and an examination of the skulls would give

‘We almost think we can look forward to 
the time when the Russian Bear shall be 
bearded in his den, and although our wishes 
may be father to the idea, yet we think we 
an see in the end of this Russian and Turk- 
ish struggle, that the Czar will come out of it 
Completely the worse for his vile attempt to 
extend unrighteously his power. 

Should the position that Russia has taken 
be maintained by her, we shall seon gaze on 
euch a sight as the world has not seen for 
eonturies. With England, France and Turkey 
en the ene hand, and Russia, Austria and 
their allies on the other, some terrible battles 
may be expected, and with duch antagonists 
it would take a long time to decide as to who 
would have the mastery.. While we hold 
@ureelves to be pcace men, we cannot but 
‘*hope for the best,” so far as Russia's getting 
@ geod whipping is concorned. 

If we see in our day a general European 
qwar, it will be a glorious position that our 
Republic can take, to be entirely neutral, and 
to. welcome to our shores the outcasts; and it 
is gratifying to know that we have room 
enough and to spare fcr all those who desire 
to Sind a new home on American shores.

GF A table of returns of the Massachusetts 
Poer, prerared by the Secretary of State for 
the year 1858, has been printed. [t informs 
us that the whole number of persons relieved 
or supported as paupers during the year wae 
26,414. Suffolk county claims 9990, or mere 
than one-third of this number. Essex comes 
next, with 3697; then Middlesex, with 3333 ; 
Bristel 2518; Worcester 2884, and Norfolk 
1276, Of the above, 14,831, or nearly three- 
fifths, were State paupers. The State pauptrs 
included among their number 10,014 foreign- 
efe, from England and Ireland. 

The whole number of Almshouses in the 
State was, at the close of the year, 197, of 
which Worcester had the greatest number— 
47, The number of persons relieved in Alms- 
houses was 12,242, or about 3392 on the ave- 
rage. Those aided and supported out of Alms- 
houses, amount to 14,398 in all. The value of 
the labor performed by the paupers was $19,- 
679, and the net expense $465,599. Uf the 
whole number of paupers (26,414) 972 are 
supposed to have been reduced to that condi- 
tion by insanity er idiocy, and 16,034, or 
nearly two-thirds, by reason of intemperance 
in themselves or others, 

The nu.nber of pauper chi‘dren in the Stete, 
under the age of fourteen years, was 2630, of 
which 1537 were males, and 1093 females. 
Suffolk, Middlesex, Worcester, Norfolk and 
Bristol, maintained by far the largest propor- 
tion of these. The records of Dukes county 
show the smallest number—comprising only 
twe little girls. 


The amount invested in achool houses 
in Boston is $1,500,000. The yearly appro- 
priations for education are $1,200,000, while 
the amount raised for all other city expenses 
is only $270,000. Ti.e amount expended for 
instruction in the common schools of Massa- 
chusetts last year was $4 60 for each child 
between five and fifteen years of age in the 
State. This is unquestionably the best com- 
mentary ever afforded upon Boston influence ; 
if there be any city out of the State of Massa- 
chusetts which touches the outer edge of the 
shadow of an approach to it, we know not 
where the place is.

with an F in red Silk, a new pair of Calf Skin 
Shoes, a Boy’s new Castor Hat, and sundry 
other Things. 

N. B.—The said Lloyd pretends to under- 
stand Latin and Greek, and has been a 
School master, fe is an Irishman about 30 
Years of Age, tall and slim. Had on a light- 
esh Colour’d Great Coat, red Jacket, a pair of 
black silk Breeches, an o!d felt Hat too little 
for him, and sewed on the side of the Crown 
with white Thread, and an old dark colour'd 
Wigs but may perhaps wear some of the sto- 
len Clothes above mentioned.

New Yonx, Feb. 6, 1854. 

When we start on a distant voyage, of jour- 
ney, We generally do a0 with some object in 
view ; whatever that object may be, wh: ther 
Of business or pleasure, it is ever uppermost 
in out minds, and of courte we cannot devote 
out time te other views, however interesting 
they may be. We cannot help, however, no- 
ticing prominent attractions which come up 
before us, in such a world of people, who are 
daily passing and repassing through the 
streets, in this great city of New York,—this 
Landon of America, 

An editor should be nothing else but an 
editor, then he ean note down all the every 
day scenes through which he passes, and the 
one object whieh he will have in view, will 
keep him busy on 4 tour of ubservation. But, 
for me, I have other views, and lefe home for 
a trip connected with commercial business, in 
the management of which my time and interest 
will not permit me te stray aside to find other 
objects, for the amusement or information of 
the readers of the Woburn Journal, but suc 
icems as come up before me, and such scenes 
as I may bo an interested observer, will be 
duly noted for some leisure hour, to be drawn 
out for the Journal. 

I left Boston on Thursday the 2d inst., at 4 
P. M., in the ears of the Boston and New 
York railroad line for this city. This line is 
one of the best conducted roads I have ever 
traveled, (always excepting the Woburn 
Branch,) the conductors attentive and polite. 
We flew at a rapid rate, and although I am 
an old traveler, I could not resist the feeling, 
as we paused that fatal bridge where so many 
persons lately lost their lives, of where the 
slightest accident might place us. The enyi- 
neer was very cautious in passing these 
bridges, which is a great relief to those who 
are timorous while in the cars. It being the 
night train, I had no opportunity of seeing 
the country through which we passed, but 
hope to be more favored on my return. 

We arrived at the station of the Ilarlem 
Railroad, at the extreme end of the Bowery, 
at about 124 A.M., where we exchanged 
steam for horses, the law not allowing steam 
through the city. When we had proceeded 
about half way down the Bowery, the car: 
were stopped by a large fire, raging with all 
its fury. The hose and engines stopped our 
progress, and after waiting an hour, all hope 
of proceeding by the cars was abandoned. 
Our baggage was sent to the depot in Canal 
street, and at about 2 o'clock in the morning, 
with the thermometer at nearly zero, a nice 
lot of passengers left the warm cars for a night 
walk of near a mile for lodgings. I made my 
way through the crowd as fast as possible, 
and in cross ng a street my foot came in con- 
tact with an engine hose, which caused me to 
measure my length across said street, much 
to the discomfort of my hands and knees.

RYE. 

Mr. Eprrorn :—What is the reason that our 
farmere do not pay more attention to the cul- 
tivation of ryo? That you may have some 
{dea of the profit to bo derived from its culti- 
vation, I will give you my experience in this 
part of farming. In the fall of 1850 I plowe: 
up five acres of pasture land, and sowed it 
with rye. It yielded 186 bushels and a large 
crop ofstraw. It did so well, I sowed the 
game ground in the fall of 1851.° This time ] 
had 188 bushels, and a very large crop o! 
straw. Neither of these years did I keep an 
exact account of the amount of straw, or o} 
the expense of cultivation ; but by this time] 
became satisfied, that there was more profit in 
raising rye than anything else in proportion 
to the labor it takes, Accordingly, in the 
fall of this year, that is, 1852, I sowed the 
same piece again, and kept an account of the 
expense of cultivation, and also of the amount 
of rye and etraw sold:

MAPLE SUGA}}. 


The quantity of sugar obtained from the 
eplendid growth of Northern forests, is not 
generally known. The maple grows to a 
magnificent size, its height being sometimes a 
hundred feet; it grows best in a Northern 
climate; it is highly ornamental, and makes 
excellent fuel, and flourishes to the ripe old 
age of 200 years. Its principal value is from 
the sap which it yields in tho spring, merely 
for the manufacture of sugar. 

In 1853 there wero 34,000,(00 Ibs. of maple 
eugar manufactured. It is produced in 27 
States of the Union. New York producing 
the largest quantity, 12,310,744 pounds; Ver- 
seont next, 6,158,641; Ohio next, 4,628,540. 

In addition to this large yield of maple 
eugar in the States, the Indians east of the 
Mississippi river, make 10,000,000, and those 
west of the river 2,001),000 pounds. The ma- 
ple sugar products of the Canadas, in 1843, 
amounted to 6,463,835 pounds, 

Besides the above sugar crop, there was 4 
yield by the sugar maplein the United States, 
in 1850, of 40,060,000 gallons of maple mo- 
lasses, [N. O. Bulletin,

This is truly a great city,—not exactly on 
account of the beauty and finish ot the build- 
ings generally, or the form and texture of its 
squares, but more particularly on account of 
the prominent men at present in it. The pub- 
lic grounds are handsomely laid out, and they 
will look well a:dozer. years hence, if they are 
then finished. The general aspect of Wash- 
ingten and its suburbs is anything but pleas- 
ing to the eye,—it should not be so. The 


capital of this great nation should excel in 


beauty and form, with all that wealth and 


public spirit can add to it. * 
This city wants commerce to send it for- 
ward to prosperity, and that can never be,— 
it must depend on the appropiia‘ions of Con- 
gress, and the interest drawn from multitudes 
of strangers who pass a few monihs here dur- 
ing the sessions of Congress. I was in this 
city at the inauguration of James Munroe, 
when it lay in ashes, from its destruction by 
the British during the war of 1812. I can 
discover marks now which I saw then. 

The public buildings are large and some 
of them worthy our notice. The Capitol is 
the finest building in our country, and when 
the two wings are finished, will surpass any 
building of the kind in the world, The Presi- 
dent’s house is sightly, the grounds laid out 
with much beauty, so are the grounds around 
the Capitol; the grass is looking green, the 
buds begin to swell, and when these grounds 
are in full verdure, they must be very attrac- 
tive. . 

There are many objects of great interest in 
Washington ; it would make a long letter to 
describe them. I shall only name a few. 

The marble statue of Washington by Pow- 
ers, is what every American looks on with 
pleasure and veneration. It is in a sitting 
posture, very large and imposing, placed in a 
large square, in front of the Capitol. The 
rotunda of the Cepitol is ornamented with six 
large and splendid paintings on canvass, of 
scenes in the Revolution, beautiful and in- 
teresting in the extreme. The halls of Con- 
gress are all in the best of style, and credita- 
ble to the nation. The Smithsonian Institute 
is a very large block of buildings in Grecian 
order, surrounded with large and well laid out 
grounds. This institution is one of John 
Quincy Adams’ “ lighthouses in the skies,’ 
anoble institution. Near by is the “ Wash- 
ington Monument,” slowly rising to the me- 
mory ef that great man, a great shame to us 
Americans that it moves so slow. The bronze 
statue of Gen. Jackson, which stands on La- 
fayette Square, in front of the President's 
house, is one of the great works of art in this 
modern age. I have never looked on so im- 
posing and complete accomplishment of art 
as this statue by Mr. Mills,—it must be seen 
to be appreciated. It stands on a high pedes- 
tal, the horse and rider in war equipments, 
the horse in the attitude of rearing, ears and 
nostrils full of the war alarm, the rider’s right 
arm extended and holding his military hat, 
his left holding the bridle, the whole a scene 
of rare interest. I have attended on both 
houses of Congress, heard some goad speak- 
ing, seene all the great .nen and numerous lit- 
tle ones, have had the pleasure of an interview 
with Hon. Edward Everett, Hon. Charle: 
Sumner of the Senate, and Hon. Edward 
Dickinson from Northampton, of the House oi 
Representatives. ‘This evening I attended 
the Levee at the White House, mingled wit) 
the many visitors, shook hands with many oi 
the prominent men, and was cordially receiv- 
ec by President Pierce, all of which incidents 
will make a future diary for the Journal.

Mr. Eptron:—The lecture two weeks ago, 
was by A, Hi. Neleon, Keq., of Woburn. Sub- 
ject, "The Use of Words.” The lecture was 
very instructive, delivered in that tetse and 
agreeable style which characterize the pro- 
ductions of Mr, N., showing that “ words are 
things,” and that good expression, and appro- 
priate words, are strong evidence of close 
thought, and clear ideas, The lecturer intro- 
duced many pleasing examples of the origin of 
words in different languagss, and that the sci- 
ence of language is one of the most instructive 
and useful that can be pursued, That we 
should be careful in the choice of words, using 
those that have a significant meaning, remem- 
bering that , 

“ Stones upon stones the orator piles in «welling words, 
But words will build no walls.”

Drcrmnnr 28, 1773. The Freeholders and 
other inhabitmnts of Woburn, being Icgally 
assembled, it was moved by our committee of 
correspondence, that a letter should be read 
which they received from the committee of 
correspondence in Boston, which was accord- 
ingly done, they then deliberated the affair 
and chose acommittee to draught something 
to lay before the town at their next meeting, 
and then adjourned to December the 30th, 
and when met by adjournment, the committee 
chosen for that purpese, presented the follow- 
ing to the town for their consideration t 

The inhabitants of this town apprehend it 
to be a matter of sorrow, and at the same time 
a matter of just resentment, that we still be- 
hold the enemies of America making use of so 
many crafty and subtle schemes to subject us 
to pay an unconstitutional duty or tax, which 
they have artfully laid upon those commodi- 
ties that are most likely to effect their pur- 
pose. 

We should justly incur the displeasure of 
our fellow countrymen, and be guilty ofa 
gross neglect of curselves and posterity, if we 
should be silent under the present universal 
uneasiness, (in this and the neighboring colo- 
nies,) caused by an act of Parliament permit- 
ting the East India Company to transport 
their Teainto America, which, if once landed 
and sold, every purchaser or consumer must 
pay his share of an unconstitutional Taz, 
which money, when thus extorted from us, 
must go to support a number of persons, (in 
Luxury and Idleness,) who in an eminent 
manner may justly be stiled the Locusts and 
Caterpillars of this land, 

We are much astonished that there cau ve 
found among us,a new:set of ‘lask-masters,— 
Consignees, Factors or others, that are so 
abandoned to the interest of their country, and 
3 }obdurate.to the hearty petitions and requests 
of the mo-t respectable people in this province, 
as to persist in such t.e sures as evidently 
tend to the prejudice of the nation—and, fora 
hitile sordid self interest, will sacrifice botl 
the Liberty and property of their fellow coun- 
tryme., making it manifest te us that they 
ae no be ter than Vulture-, who, if they had

it in their power, would prey on the vitals of 
the people. 

As for Tea,it is what many of us admire when 
the Stench of Duty is taken out of it, but tea 
so tainted with duty, our stomachs cannot di- 
ge-t, and there is a universal abhorance and 
1 athing creaied within us against all such as 
has that odious ingredient mixed with it, avd ; 
80 long as this poison is mixed with it, so long 
we are determined to make no use of it. 

Therefore, Resolved, that we will use all 
lawtul measures to prevent the Buying, Sell- 
ing or using any such tea or any other com- 
modity whereby we must be subjected to pay 
any duty or tax contrary to our charter privi- 
lege.

NIAGARA IN WINTER, 


It is but seldom that we hear from Niagara 
in the winter, and therefore the following 
from the editorial correspondence of the New 
York Courier and Enquirer, is decidedly in- 
teresting : 

‘« Niagara is in all its glory. Grand, sub- 
lime, imposing it always is, but now it is more 
—it is radiant with beauty. It not only awes 
but it fascinates ; it is not stupendous, but it is 
exquisite. He who has never seen Niagara 
in mid-winter has never seen it in all its su- 
perbness. The summer tourist knows it only 
in its stermest aspect, Except that rainbow 
which ever spans the ‘hell of waters,’ there is 
ordinarily not one touch of beauty about Ni- 
agara. Wildness there is, ruggedness, vast- 
ness—yes, and an overwhelming sublimity, a 


sublimity incomparable. Therein every other 


natural curiosity in either nemisphere is tame 
beside it. 
with it in effect, for it has, what they cannot 
have, movement; and magnitude in motion is 
always more impressive than magnitude at 
rest. . 

But this unmatched grandeur is now com- 


bined with as matchless a beauty. The frost 


has wrought a fairy work with the grim old 
cateract. It has thrown about it a garniture, 
that outshines the wealth of ‘Ormus or the 
Ind.’ Every rock glitters, and every stone, 
every trunk, every branch, every twig, every 


gnarled root, and every blade of grass. The 


frozen spray has transfigured everything. 


From the edge of the flood to the foot of the 
precipice, it has sheeted the banks with the

tracery. The ground, too, entirely free from 
snow, whitened o’er with this same gleaming 
cc* of frost, is put in keeping with the scene. 
None who did not behold it ¢an imagine the 
effect of the clear rays of yesterday’s setting 
sun as they glanced through the spray which 
floated off to the Canadian side, and burnished 
with an unearthly lustre the landscape that 
overhung the roaring gorge, Verily, I have 
seen the flowering time of Niagara, 

There is another winter eflect on Niagara 
which is worth noticing. ‘The large quantity 
of ice borne down from the Lake is complete- 
ly puiverized as it plunges down the abyss. 
But, though disi: tegrated, it is not dissolved, 
and the river, a short distance below, is com- 
pletely covered with its floating particles. As 
it is hurried along, much of it gradually dis- 
appears in the turbulent torrent, but ‘a large 
portion reaches the whirl below Lewiston, 
and there floats abuut like thick snowy froth 
upon the surface It entirely covers the large 
basin, and presents a most extraordinary ap- 
pearance, as it is swept about at the varying 
impulses of a thousand currents and eddies, 
Till one has seen the whirlpool in this state 
he does uot half know the conflict of its wa- 
ters. Every movement is made apparent. 
There is a certain cohesion in tle triturated 
ice, but it is so slight that it rvadily yields 
at every impulse of the water beneath; and 
you may see a field of it, perhaps an acre in 
extent, slowly swinging around in one direc- 
tion, while within it, and forming a part of it, 
are patches borne alone in directions diverse, 
some even turning in circuits digectly oppo- 
site. This gyrating coating covers the basin, 
for it is replenished above as rapidly as it 
crumbles off into the current below. 

There are very few strangers here. The 
large hotels axe all closed ; tl.e curiosity shops 
are locked up; the Indians are hybernating ; 
the ferry boats are in winter quarters, and not 
even the Ice-King Jotum, would dare venture 
behind the cataract now; but still [am bound 
to say, if you would see Niagara aright, come 
view itin January. The ‘pale moonlight,’ I 
doubt not, becomes Melrose right royally, for 
all that, Sir Walter, who was so profuse in its 
praise, was never there to see; but as for Ni- 
agara by winter, I can testify yet more posi+ 
tively. Not in long-low poctry, but in plain, 
blunt prose; not by faith, but by sight, I can 
affirm that Niagara's best days rre the short- 
est days,”

Though we are about to inflict upon our 
readers a few thoughts on a gasy subject, we 
bez they will not suppose that we are gassing. 
It is our purpose to submit a few plain thoughts 
in sober prose on the advantages of gas over 
lard oil, and the importance of increasing the 
quantity and improving the quality ‘ofthe 
light in our goodly town. Asa preliminary 
argument, we would just state that, in many 
respects, Woburn possesses superior advanta- 
ges, asa place of residence; its diversified 
surface, delightful ecenery, and the opportu- 
nities for communication with the metropolis, 
@re unsurpassed by any of the neighboring 
cities or towns. But Cambridge, Charlestown, 
Roxbury, Chelsea, Somerville, have already 
added to their many other advantages, that of 
@aupply of pure, brilliant light; Medford, 
Malden, and other places are following thetr 
example. That Woburn may rot be left as 
one of the dark places of the earth, some of 
our public spirited citizens are anxious to in- 
crease our stock of light by the introduction 
of gas. 

The advantages of gas-light over that pro- 
duced by oil, camphene, or any other fluid, 
aro possibly too apparent to be here enumera- 
tel. Its clearness, brilliancy and volume, 
vender it peculiarly desirable wherever light 
is desirable—in manufactorics, in stores, ir. 
dwelling-houses. Its cleanliness, the ease 
with which the light may be obtained at any 
moment, the facility of increasing or decreas- 
ing the quantity of light, not to mention the 
avoidance of dim lamps and snuffers, are ad- 
diticn:l arguments in its favor, The day is 
not far distant when we shall be compelled to 
rescind the regulation requiring each individ- 
ual to carry a lantern on dark nights, and de- 
vise some means for lighting our streets and 
highways. What more feasible or advan- 
tagesus method for doing this than the erec- 
tion of iron posts and a brilliant flood of gas 
light? 

Anotker very. important consideration, in 
these days of utilitarianism and retrenchment, 
is the fact of its cheapness; that is, that any 
given quantity of light produced by gas does 
not cost as much nas the same quantity pro- 
duced by oil, Added to all these considera- 
tions is the fact that at some period the meas- 
ure now proposed will be indispensable, That 
period is rapidly hastening; should not a 
commencement be made now? The matter is 
well worthy the attention of our citizens, and 
we arc happy to know that some have taken 
hold of the subject in right good carnest. The 
fensibility of the project, the ease with which 
the gas could be introduced, the readiness of 
gentlemen who have aided in like measures in 
other places to give us the advantages of their 
experience, skill and even material aid, are no 
unimportant items. A company, we doubt 
not, could be easily formed, the necessary 
amount of stock taken up, and the gas intro- 
duced, before Rip Van Wrinkle could open 
his cyes. 

“Will it pay? ah, that’s the question of 
all other: to be answered. We can only say 
it has paid in other places. In Cambridge, 
the Gas Company, fur the first year of their 
operations, declared a dividend of six per 
cent; and that, too, notwithstanding all the 
extracrdinary expense consequent upon acom- 
mencement of operations. The question is 
betore the people—lard, oil or gas? Shall we 
plod our way still by the light of the stars, 
and amid the gloom of din, and smoky tapers, 
or shall we rejoice in the brilliancy and efful- 
gence of gas-light? We trust, ere long, to 
answer this question in favor of an increase of 
light, by the record of an enthusiastic meeting 
of our citizens held in furtherance of the ob- 
ject.

Streamer Avovseta, 
James Riven, Feb, 16, 1864. 

To those who have never traveled—never 
left their home to look abroad over this great 
country, the many incidents of travel may not 
be interesting, because they cannot feel that 
peculiar interest which is attached io the ex- 
citing scenes daily occurring before those who 
go abroad, either for pleagure or business, in 
our own town, and within the circle of our 
every day life; we cannot find much to excite 
our imaginations, because those common oc- 
currences become too familiar. We must go 
out into the wide world, mingle with the 
masses, seek the avenues through which the 
good and the great of our land pass and gather 
for national objects. We must seo and feel 
the realities of experience, knowledge and 
personal intercourse, before we can take a 
eneral interest in the reading of these daily 
acenes and incidents. I fear to many of the 
readers of the Journal my hasty letters are of 
little interest, 

Life in Washington I shall leave for a fu- 
ture hour. I left the great city early on Sut- 
urday morning in the good ste.mer George 
Washington, with but fow passengers. TF ass- 
ing over the muddy waters of the Potomac, at 
not a rapid speed, Alexandria was our first 
stopping place, about cight miles from Wash- 
ington. ‘This city, now belonging to old Vir- 
ginia, is inst rising from obscurity; a new 
railroad to the interior of the country is filling 
its streets with business, and where the grass 
zrew in the streets, now is busy with teams 
and goods. There is trade starting up here 
with Boston and it must increase. This city 
is famed for the spot where Lieut. Randolph 
pulled President Jackson's nose, while on 
board a steamer lying at the wharf, on his 
way to assist in raising a tombstone at Fred- 
ericksburg, in memory of theanother of Wash- 
ington. The President had disinissed Lieut. 
Randolph from the navy, and he took this ec- 
casion to be revenged. ‘he old gencral said, 
‘by the Eternal, it he could catch him,’’—but 
Lieut. R. was too quick for him, 

Passing down the river, we soon came near 
Fort Washington, a beuutitul site for a fort. 
Opposite within the circle of the eye was seen 
the ever to be revered mansion of Mount Ver- 
non and the tomb of Washington ; as we neared 
it all our passengers were on deck, The 
steamer’s bell rung out its mouintul toll, 
while every cye and heart of the passengers 
were euchained to the spot. One old man, 
whose silver locks told of many winters, stood 
near me; his hat was off, and I saw the big 
tear-etart from his eye. He told me he had 
passed many a day at Mount Vernon, and 
knew Washington, and when he passed the 
old mansion 1t seemed as if he could sce his 
noble countenance ; he could count the spots 
where he had seen him, and pointed out the 
corner of the mansion as tne spot where 
Washington used to stand to view his 
grounds. The bell ceased, atter we had passed 
in front, and I remembered passing here thir- 
ty-six years ago. ‘he bell of the steamer 
tolled as we passed then, and has continued 
to toll every day since the death of Washing- 
ton. Can the history of the world produce 
an instance like this,—was ever the memory 
of aman cherished and revered like this,— 
that half a century the bell should daily toll 
for his memory. And yet Mount Vernon 
stands in the market for sale, and Congress 
spending moncy in toolish quarrels, instead of 
purchasing this sacred spot, to be preserved as 
a national cemetery, for the repose of Wash- 
ington and his family. 

We. passed rapidly to the railroad depot, 
took the curs, passed Frederickshurg, saw 
the tomb of the mother of Washington, soon 
reached Richmond, a large and flourishing 
city; then Petersburg, the great tobacco de- 
pot of Virginia; again e.nbarked on board the 
steainer Augusta, and now passing down the 
James River to Norfolk. This is a noble river, 
but a very shoal one; it is studded with large 
and prominent manisons, extensive fields ; the 
scenery is bold and picturesque. We are 
nearing Norfolk, und I must close, Virginia 
might ve an agricultural and manufacturing 
State, when her soil becomes free, and she 
will be a prominent one. G. M. F,

The.same spirit should pervade all the purlieus 
of education, and indeed all the walke of life. 
It should tule in the nursery and at the fire: 
side, It. should be the presiding gtnius of 
home. It should rule in all the departments 
of business; be found in the market and the 
workshop; in the stall, and in the counting- 
room; On the farm and wherever men resort 
eit:.er for deliberation, for action, or for pleas: 
ure. Men can be nowhere and can do noth- 
iag, when they should not be controlled by 
this spirit. It should appear in all things, 
at all times, anid in all places, and nowhere 
more than in the school-room, that CHARACTER 
is the object for which we should live, and 
labor, and pay our money: I hi Ve already 
said, and I say again, thitt this thing cannot 
be tatight effectually in our schools by means 
of books and lectures and set lessons, though 
thesc may help. Goodness cannot be simply 
talked into children ; it must come by a LiFE, 
by prattive, by example.’

There is something that comes to the 
heart of every freeman in the’ exetcise of so 
sacred a right, ‘Town-meeting day’’ may 
have lost something of the glory and novelty 
it’ posecseed in the ancient time; but it has 
actually lost héne of its"importance. In the 
vast and growing interests of the nation—in 


our anxiety res; the posture of re 
in Uongiéae or oe, ‘ Seong nice 
of the earth, we miay overlook our separate 
municipalities and’ forget that the nation is 
made up of States, the states of towns, the 
towns of individunls. We fear there is a 
growing neglect of personal, individual re- 
sponsibility, inthe conduct of our public af- 
fairs. To a few considerations touching this 

we beg leavo to call the attention of 
our fellow citizens. 

Is is a fact worthy of consideration that 
ach individual possesses an influence in pub- 
lie affairs. By the exercise of the elective 
franchise he is to determine the character of 
his rulers and the nature of the administration 
‘of the laws; in fine, the character of the gov- 
ernment for the time being is’ left to his de- 
cision. We speak not now of its party char- 
acter, whether itshall be ‘\Whig,;Democrat or 
Free Soil; but rather of ics moral character, 
whether the men elected shall be good men 
and ¢fue; both competent and faithful to dis- 
charge the trusts which shall’be committed to 
‘thems: ‘Far too common’ is ‘the ides that the 
exercise of the right of suffrage involves no 
‘epevial responsibility, its neglect; no:criminal- 
ity.: Some may be ready to suppose that these 
‘femarke wouldspply well in’the ‘case of a 
presidential election, but that they are quite 
-Gtmseensary and‘out'of place in so insignifi- 
eéit'and unimportant a matter as the-election 
of town Officers. True, tle election on’ Mon- 
day’ next will not determine the character of 
@er tiext national admihistration, butiit is to 
determine matters in our towh affairs. The 
absence of one individual or a dozen may not 
frevent tho transaction of business, but did 
-We all eet upon the same principle, the mat- 
dae'might be serious. 

Every citizen has some interest at stake, 
dome inktiéice to exercise for the common 
good. “He'fs wanting in an essential qualifi- 
“edition for’a good “citizen who does not feel 
some interest in public affairs. Noone is at 
‘Hestyto ‘throw the whole’ burden upon a 
few, and'to féel thit some “vill do the town’s 
businéss though’he may not concern himself 
-@botit“it. Tnterested’men, there may be, those 
who have theirown purposes to accomplish, 
@he'will ‘not fail to de'their part in furthering 
‘*uéte Object ; but is this a worthy cause of ne- 
glect for others? Not unfrequently will it be 
frend’ thet ’these aré loudest in their com- 
plaints of bad management, of high taxes, 
westefal ox: we, Or other evils, who 
have made the least effort to prevent what 
they are to ready to cendenin. 
leat we pass t what we consider of no less 
impertance—the principles by which our ac- 
tion if the choite of officers and ether matters 
should be directed. ‘There may be circum- 
etaneés where aman would be justifiedin ad- 
hering strictly tothe principles of ‘his party ; 
but such circumstances cannot exist where we 
meet together as members of a little commu- 
hity;'to take ‘such ,action, as shall scoure a 
common good. In all our town officers we 
neva @o6d ‘and.competent men, andnot. party, 
men,’ ‘The attemptito, make a man’s. political 
or religious feith the atandard of his eligibility 
toa, municipal office, is unjust. and illiberal. 
We meet together as fellow citizens to act for 
Abe common goed and not for party or sects, 
to promote the interest of the community and 
not pessonalos privete advantage. Sectional 
interests or rivalries, too, should be forgotten 
in. she desire te promote the public weal. 

The importance of some of the matters to be 
beought forward on .Menday, should not be 
everlooked, The question touching the man- 
agement of the schools, and the continuance 
ofthe, prevent ‘District System,” is of no 
emall mement.

I have become much in favor of scribbling 
on board ef steamers; it seems to relieve the 
sometimes tedious hours of @ passage on a 
long river. Thecommon usage of dating let- 


.4 tera. from great cities and celebrated spots is 


rather stale, and I like a new idea; therefore 
I write this while passing up this winding 
river of the good old State of North Carolina. 

My last letter was from on board the stenm- 
er as we were entering the harbor of Norfolk, 
a fine one, at the extremity of which is the 
Gosport Navy Yard, looming up with its 
Jarge buildings, and meeting the eye of the 
stranger with agreeable surprise. Near by 
lay the majestic war ship Pennsylvania, a 
frigate of the first class ; she looked nobly as 
she lay in peace at her anchorage. The Gos- 
port Navy Yard is one of tho largost in the 
Union. Adjoining is the city of Portsmouth, 
arival ef Norfolk in commerce and trade ; 
making hasty strides in population and busi- 
nees to overtake her neighbor. 

Norfolk is a large commercial city, full of 
business and activity, increasing in facilities 
and opening new avenues for trade. There is 
@ want of regular conveyance by sea between 
Norfolk and Boston, which if remedied would 
rapidly increase the business to Boston. I 
left Norfolk with fair impressions of its future 
growth and importance as a commercial city. 

Early in the morning I took the cars on 
the Sea Shore and Roanoke Railroad thirty- 
seven miles to Franklin. ‘This road is one of 
the best’ I have scen in Virginia. At ten 
o’clock I embarked on board the steamer 
Stag, on the river Blackwater, one of the most 
serpentine and romantic rivirs I ever saw. It 
runs 110 miles, entering into Albemarle 
Sound, which we crossed, and entering the 
Roanoke River, passed twelye miles to Ply- 
mouth, in North Carolina, arriving afte 
dark. 

The Blackwater river is so named from the 
color of the water, which becomes so from the 
Cypress and Juniper trees which line its 
banks. This river is very narrow at Franklin, 
snd continues so tore long distance, I could 
easily have jumped ashore from either side, 
the steamer often rubbing against trees and 
bushes, the depth varying from 10 tu 40 feet. 
There are many stories told of incidents on 
this river in the revolution, it being a great 
resort for the Virginia planters in conveying 
property to the interior, the enemy not hay- 
ing blockaded its mouth. I have not time to 
note these items here. 

After a tremendous stage ride of thirty- 
seven miles over a rough road, commencing 
at two o'clock in the morning, I arrived at 
the snug and beautiful city of Washington, 
in North Carclina, on the Pamlico river, to 
which vessels of light draught can ascend the 
river, making it something of a commercial 
city. I was pleased tc meet here with an old 
Boston friend, James Wyman, Esq., who re- 
sides in Lexington and is not unknown in 
Woburn. I also had an introduction to a 
branch of the Fowle family from Woburn, 
who have resided here for many years, mak- 
ing, by industry and mercantile i: tegrity, the 
path of life pleasant and happy; filling the 
measure of this world’s goods, and fully sus- 
taining the honored name which they brought 
from oid Woburn. I am indebted to the citi- 
zens generally of this city for their kindness 
and genuine hospitality, which is characteris- 
tic of the Southern people, and which has 
been manifested to me in all my intercourse 
with them. 

Boston has considerable trade with Wash- 
ington, and would have a much larger one if 
the facilities for transportation were increased, 
I have no time to note the beauty of this 
town in shade trees and shrubbery. I could 
fill sheets, but will reserve it for the future. I 
suppose you have plenty of snow and ice,— 
here I picked flowers to-day in the open gar- 
den. ' 


T left this place early on the 21st, and am 
now, as you will see, on board the steamer 
George Morehead, on the Pamlico river, and

ing election of School Officers,-and their se- 
lection of teachers, a few appropriate sugges- 
tions, extracted from the Report of the Super- 
intendanht of the Public Schools in Boston, 
will not, I trust, be uninteresting to the rea Jd- 
érs of your Journal, who Have the welfare of 
our Public Schools at heart. 

In reference to the jaws of health and hu- 
main development, Mr. Bishop says, ‘The 
health of.children is a sacred trust committed 
in some degree to the guardians and teachers 
of schools. Teachers need to learn the gen- 
eral laws of the physical growth of children, 
so that they may know how to take care of 
those placed under their charge, They should 
be able to teach them the proper postures for 
sitting and standing. They should require no 
positions of the arms or of the body unfavor- 
able to a right development of the chest, nor 
to permit any to stend or sit too long at a 
time. They should not expose the health of 
their pupils, by neglecting to have their 
school rooms suitably wartiied in the morning 
and well ventilated during the day. The 
Creator has established certain great laws 
of human growth and health, which can 
never be violated with impunity. He has so 
organized our bodies that they are making 
constant demands for a proper supply of pure 
air, and frequent demands for pure water and 
wholesume food, 

Atmospheric air which has been taken into 
the lungs once is rendered quite impure, and 
the breathing of this vitiated air over again is 
positively injurious to health, like the breath- 
ing of malaria itself. 

Teachers must resort to every means in 
their power to change the air in their rooms 
as often as possible, without exposing their 
pupils to sudden change of temperature, 
Ivery day, nt the close of the morning ard of 
the evening session, and also at the time of 
the recess, the rooms should be opened and 
well ventilated, for the sake of preservi: g the 
health of both teachers’ and scholars, The 
small children should have a variety of gentle 
exercises, well adapted to develop their phy- 
sical powers, and at the same time to afford 
them pleasant amusements. In addition to 
the recesses allowed each half day, all the 
younger children need provision for some 
gentle exercise as often as unce in every half 
hour, such as rising, walking, marching, ac- 
companied with such motions of the arms as 
would tend to give fulness and erectness to 
the chest. Every one who has carcfully ob- 
served the uniform tendency of young child- 
ren to constant motion when left free to fol- 
low their own pleasures aud impulses, must 
have been impressed with the thoughts that 
they are thus unconsciously working out the 
will of their Creator, who has made these va- 
ried and almost perpetual motions indispen- 
sable conditions to their healthful growth. 
All bad management of a child in training the 
organs of his body’, the powers of his mind, or 
the affections of his heart, will appear in his 
manhood, having injured the robustness of 
his constitution, weakened the vigor of his 
intellect, er impaired the mera! tone of his 
spirit,’’ 

The Qualifications of Teachers.—Says the 
Report, ‘* All agree that a thorough ednca- 
tion, an amiable disposition, good self-govern- 
ment, agreeable manners, a fondness for child- 
ren and skill in teaching them, patience in 
exercising a judicious government, good 
health, faithfulness in the performance of 
duty, practical wisdom and prudence in train- 
ing up children in the way they should go, 
are among the essential qualifications of 
good teachers, The distinction, then, is, thut 
all the excellencies of character which ever 
can be united in one human being would not 
make that person fit for a teacher, unless to 
these qualities were added ability and skill to 
teach and govern children in a proper man- 
ner, This view does not in any degree lower 
the standard of moral and other qualifications, 
because teaching and governing in the best 
manner require the full exercise of them all. 
Training the minds and hearts of children 
aright requires a clear and comprehensivo 
view of the established laws of mental and 
moral development, Great pains should be 
taken to obtain very good teachers, This city 
cannot afford to employ any but very good 
teachers, for the rcal value of a teacher's ser- 
vices, who has only ofdinary skill in his pro- 
tession, is not more than one-half as that of a 
very yood teacher. ‘But this is not all,’ says 
Dr. Wayland, ‘He who ovcupies three years 
in teaching, what might as well, with a little 
more skill, be taught in two years, does a far 
greater injury than he would do by simply 
abridging his pupils lives by one year. He 
not only abstiacts from their acquisitions one 
year's improvement, but all the knowledge 
which would have been the effect of it for the 
remainder of their lives.’ 

I am sorry that it is sometimes assigned as 
a reason for appointing and retaining in the 
schools unsuccessful teachers, that they, are 
poor, and dependant on their salaries for a 
livlihood, Now this, at first thought, may 
seem toe a knd-hearted act done to some 
worthy person, But though I yield to no 
man in my sympathies for such teachers, 1 
cannot avoid extending my sympathies also 
to the children under their care. Then this 
act of miscalled kindness, besides being an in- 
sult to every good teacher in the schools by 
placing him on the list of paupers, becomes a 
wrong #0 enormous that it is not easy to give 
ita name. Translating this action into words 
it is saying, it is more important to the com- 
munity that one mortal, perishable body should 
be fed and clothed, than that Afty or sixty im- 
mortal, imperishable minds should be furnish- 
ed with the food required for intellectual 
growth, and be clothed with garments woven 
with enduring virtues.” I.

In 1664 the Duke of York made a 
grant of what is now the State of New Jersey 
to Lord Berkley and Sir George Carteret, and 
it received its name in compliment to the lat- 
ter, who had been governor of the island of 
Jersey. Delaware was so called, in 1702,af- 
ter Lord De La Ware. Maryland was named 
in honor of Henrietta Maria, queen of Charles 
I, in his patent to Lerd Baltimore, June 3, 
1632. Virginia was called after the virgin 
queen of England, Elizabeth. ‘The Carolinas 
were named by the French, in honor ot 
Charles 1X., uf France. Georgia was called, 
in 1692, aiter George II. Louisiana was 
named after Louis X1V. of France. Florida 
‘received its name ‘from Ponce de Leon, in 
1512, while on his voyage in search of the 
fountain of youth. He discovered it on East- 
er Bunday—in Spanish, Pasque Florida. The 
States of Alabama, Mississippi, ‘Tennessee, 
Keatucky, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Arkansa- 
and Missouri are all named from the princi- 
pal river, and the names are of Indian origin 
—except perhaps Kentucky—and tl.eir meai- 
ings involved.in some obscurity. Tennessee 
is said to signify a Curved Spoon; Illinois, 
the River of Men; Mississippi, the Whole 
River, or a river formed by the union of many. 
Michigan was named from the lake ‘dn its 
borders, Iowa is an Indian name; also, Texas, 
signiiying Beautiful. Calitornia was thus 
nimed by the S,aniards at a very carly day.

The pltilosophy is 
thus stated: The salt in that portion of the 
mortar which is exposed, absorbs moisture 
from the atmosphere every damp day. The 
soot thus becoming danip, falls down to the 
fire place. In consequence there is never any 
accumulation, snd as there is only a little to 
fall, no inconvenience results. This appears 
to be an English discovery. It is used with 
success in Canada.

AGRICULTURE. 


PAA AAA 
He who by the plough would thrive, 
Himself must oither hold or drive.’ 


An English writer observes that two great 
points in feeding cattle are, regularity and a 
particular care of the weaker individuals.— 
On this last account there ought to be plenty 
of trough or rack room, that too many may 
not feed together; in which very common case 
the weaker are not only trampled down by 
the stronger, but they are worried and become 
exwed and spiritless; than which there can- 
not be a more unfavorable state for thrift ; be- 
sides they are compelled to shift with the 
Worst cf fodder. ‘Yhis dominecring spirit is 
so remarkably prevalent among horned cattle, 
that the writer has a hundred times observed 
the master beasts running from crib to crib, 
and absolutely neglecting their own provender 
for the sake of driving the inferior from theirs. 
This is, much oftener than is suspected, the 
chief reason of that difference in alot of beasts 
after a winter's keep. It is likewise, he says, 
a very common and a very shameful sight, in 
a dairy of cows to see them gored and wound- 
ed in a dozen places, merely from the inatten- 
tion of the owner and neglect to coupling the 
horns of those that butt, The weaker animals 
should bo kept apart; and in crib fecding in 
the yard, it is a good method to tie up the 
master beast at their meals. 

Dr. Dean, says, there should be more yards 
than one to the barn where divers sorts of cat- 
tle aie kept. The sheep should have a yard 
by themselves, atleast; and the young stock 
another, that they may be wholly confined to 
such fodder as the furmer can afford them. 
{Scientific American. 


Robert Bryson, Esq., of Cumberland county 
about eight miles from Harrisburg, Pa., has 
been experimenting for the last ten years, to 
make exhausted tan bark available and valu- 
able manure. Besides his magnificent farm, 
he likewise carries on the tanning business, 
Finally after a great deal of expense, and 
many failures, he has succeeded in discover- 
ing a method of producing from the tan an 
efficient manure. This is his plan: 


He has his tan wheeled out on a level piece 
of ground, and leveled off two or three feet 
thick. Over this he spreads a layer of two or 
three inches of lime, and over that again a 
strata of tan—then a layer of lime, and so on.

Heretofore the Indians had taken ‘the pre- 
caution to bind him at night, although not 
very securely ; but on that evening he remon- 
strated with them on the subject, and com- 
plained so loudly of the pain which the cord 
gave him, that they merely wrapped the buf- 
falo tug about his wrists, and having tied it 
in an easy knot and then attached the extre, 
mities of the rope to their bodies, in order to 
prevent his moving without awakening them, 
they very composedly went to sleep, leaving 
the prisoner to follow their exatnpie when he 
pleased, 

McConnell determined to effect his escape 
that night if possible, as on the following 
morning they would cross the river, which 
would render it more difficult, He therefore 
lay quietly until midnight, anxiously rumin- 
ating on the best means of effecting his object, 
Accidentally casting his eyes in the direction 
of his feet, they fell upon the glittering blade 
of a knife, which had escaped from its sheath, 
and was now lying near the feet of one of the 
Indians, 

Yo reach it with his hands, without dis- 
turbing the two Indians to whom he was fas- 
tened, was impossible, and it was very haz- 
ardous to attempt to draw it up with his fect, 
This however he attempted. With much dil- 
ficulty he grasped the blade between his toes, 
aud after repeated and long continued efforts, 
succeeded at length in bringing it within the 
reach of his hands, To cut the cord was but 
the work of a moment, and gradually : xtrica- 
ting his person, he walked to the fire and sat 
down, He felt that his work was but half 
done, That if he should attempt to return

tedious process, the iron when heated may be 
put into a vice, and the ends may be readily 
slit with a suitable saw, which would save 
much labor in hammering and filing. A saw 
for this purpose should be made thicker at 
the edge than at the back, and with uniform 
teeth about one-twel th of an inch apart. The 
saw when used must be often dipped in water 
to prevent its becoming too much heated. 
There is also a method of sawing or cutting 
hardened steel, which is not so generally 
known as it should be. A circular picce of 
common thin iron plate, or sheet iron, being 
adjusted to a lathe, or by other means put 
into a violent rotaty motion, will readily cut 
off a file, a cutting tcol, or tempered steel 


spring, withogt drawing or reducing the tem-~’ 


per. 

There is much mystery in the wonderful 
effect of this buz, and its cutting power is at- 
tributed to electricity. It answers a very con- 
venient purpose, however, when the form of 
articles are required to be altered without af- 
tecting their temper. It furnishes a conveni- 
ent method for cutting teeth to large saws, 
but objectionable on account of the newly cut 
surface being left so hatd that they cannot be 
readily filed by a comnion file, 

Connected with the subject of “ mysterious 
effects,’ it may be stated that a bar of iron of 
almost any size, may be instantly sandered 
while hot by the simple application of a piece 
of common roll brimstone.

Then comes the opinion as to the liability 
of the officer serving the warrant, 

“This is an action of trespass vi et arms and 
the question is, whether it will lic against an 
officer, who merely acts under the direction of 
4 warrant from a magistrate, and d-es not go 
beyond the line of his duty as marked out by 
his warrant, 

This is certainly fn important consideration 
inasmuch as it is for the interest of the coin- 
munity that subordinate and executive officers 
should, as far as possible, be protected in the 
full and fearless discharge of their duties, 
leaving all responsibility, for errors in judg- 
ment and irregularities of process, to rest 
upon others, But this principle must have 
some limit; it would be dangerous and inju- 
rious to the common rights of citizens, if one 
man under the mere color or semblance of le- 
gal process, could justify the arrest and im- 
prisonment of the person, or the seizure and 
removal of property of another, without any 
responsibility. And we take the well settled 
line of distinction to be this, if the magistrate 
or tribunal froin which the process issues has 
jurisdiction, tnd the process is apparently re- 
gular, the officer may safely follow and obey 
it, and justify himself under it. But if the 
magistrate has no jurisdiction, the process is 
not merely voidable but wholly void, the offi- 
cer taking property under it has no authority 
and is therefore liable to an action of trespass. 
Ifthe Court had jurisdiction, and the process 
is right on its face, though wrongly issued, 
the officer is justified. Lewis vs Palmer, 6 
Wend. 367. 

The principle is recognized in many cases 
in this Commonwealth, and is stated by Met- 
calf, by way of illustration in a very recent 
case. In case of imprisonment a jailor is noi 
answerable, &c, unless he acts under the man-

LIQUOR LAW. 


We give n fow extracts from the decision of 
the Supreme Court, on the legality of tho 14th 
section, which is pronounced unconstitutional, 
the remaining sections of the bill being solid. 
The opinion is an able one, and sustained by 
evidence which is stronz, and. shows conclu- 
sively the gap in the law, which we hope the 
Legislature will promptly close. 

In the Supreme Court, Chief Justice Shaw 
delivered the unanimous opinion of the Court 
thatithe 14th section of the act passed in May 
1852, relative to intoxicating liquors, was un- 
constitutional and void. 

Theodore Fisher vs. Patrick McGirr et al.— 
This caso comes oefore this Court on an ap- 
peal, from a judgment of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, upon an agreed statement of facts, 
entered into by the parties. It was an action 
of tort, commenced in that court, in the na- 
ture of an action of trespase, for forcibly en- 
tering the plaintiff's dwelling house and car- 
rying away a quantity of brandy and other 
spirituous liquors, with the barrels, demi- 
johns, jugs and bottles in which it was con- 
tained, 

The defendant justifies the entering of the 
plaintiff's dwelling-honse under a search- 
warrant, committed to him for service, as a 
constable of Sandwich, a wariant issued by 
Lothrop Davis, Esq., a Justice of the Peace of

The Bill of Rights declares, Art, I, that all 
men have certain natural, essential and ina- 
lienable rights, among others, that of acquir- 
ing, possessing and protecting property. 

Art: X. Each individual has a right to be 
protected in his property by standing laws, 

Art. XI, Every subject ought to tind a cer- 
tain remedy, by having recourse to the laws, 
&ec,, to obtain right and justice frcely, &c, 

Art. XII. No subject shall be held to an- 
ewer for any offence, until the same is fully 
and’ plainly, substantially and formally de- 
scribed to him, He shall have a right to pro- 
duce all proofs favorable to him,@o meet the 
witnesses against him face to ace, to be fully 
heard in his deience; and no subject shall be 
Grrested or deprived of his property, liberty, 
or estate, but by the judgment of his peers or 
the law of the land, 

These are homely and “familiar maxims, 
scarcely requiring citation, and yet the Mill of 
Rights itself —Art. XVIl—admonishes us 
that a frequent recurrence to them is abso- 
lutely necessary, to preserve the advantages 
of liberty and muintain o free government, and 
that the people have a right to require of 
their Jaw givers and magistrates an exact and 
constant observance of them. 

Supposing then, that it is competent for the 
Legislature, asone of the means of carrying 
into effect a luw to prohibit the unlawful sale 
of intoxicating liquors, to declare the‘keeping 
of such liquor for the purpose of wale, in any 
place, within any city or town in tl.is Com- 
monwealth unlawful, and declare the liquor 
thus kept, liable to seizure and forteiture as 
quasi @ nuisance, under @ proper and well

The town at their last annual ‘meeting te- 
ferred the matter of paying the note due the 
Lowell Institute of Savings to’ the Selectmen. 
We accordingly hired’ of Miss Blizabeth K. 
Fulton, of Medford, five thousand and seven 
hundred dollars, (that being the sum shie 
wished to let, if any,) for ten yenrs nt five per 
cent per annum, the interest payable annu- 
ally.

AGRICULTURE. 


“ He who by the plough would thrive, 
Himself must olther hold or drive.” 
[From the New Englaig! Farmer.) 

The Farmers of New England can success- 
fully compete with those in the more fertile 
regions of the West, only by conducting their 
operations with superior science and diligence, 
It is only by the aid of science and the cheap- 
ness of labor, that the British agriculturist 
can save himself, under the operation of the 
free trade system, from being inundated by 
American productions, and the relations of 
the New England farmer to the Western, is 
quite analogous to that between the English 
and American, In England there is hardly 
one cultivater of the soil to four mantfactur- 
ers ond artisans, but in the United States, the 
case is exactly the reverse, there being about 
four cultivators of the soil to one in all other 
occupations, By the census of 1881, out of 
3,414,175 families in Great Britain, 961,134, 
or nearly a fourth, (282 in 1000) were em- 
ployed in the product of food. The census of 
1841 showed a atill greater disproportion be- 
tween these two classes, the agricultural pop- 
ulation having in many piaces declined, and 
the manufacturing having immensely increas- 
ed. The census of 1851 exhibited a wider 
disproportion still, so that now considerably 
less than one-fourth are employed in raising 
food for considerably more than three-fourths 
of the populatiog. 

In the face of all these facts, however, the 
importation of corn into Great Britain, except 
in-cases of unusual scarcity, has been gradu. 
ally diminishing for the last thirty years.— 
How, then, is the English farmer able to mect 
this constantly increasing demand? The 
answer ig by bringing to his aid the most re- 
cent discoveries in science, relating tothe con- 
stituents of different soils, rotation and adap- 
tation of crops, the chemical qualities of the 
various vegetables cultivated, and of the food 
which they require, &c., together with the 
latest improvements in agricultural imple- 
ments. Andin like manner, the New Eng- 
land farmer can compete with the Western, 
only by employing the same means. But the 
New England farmer labors under this addi- 
tional disadvantage. Taking in the whole 
countay west of the Alleghany muuntains, the 
proportion of the population engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits is as eight to one in all oth- 
er pursuits. There, where the forests and 
the prairies are to be aubdued, the old remark 
of Adam Smith still holds good, that a widow 
with eight children is sought after and mar- 
ried as an heiress; and as in the days of the 
patriarchs, the greater the number cf arrows 
in the quiver of the Western cultivator, the 
greater is his strength in the gate, 

Against this all but overwhelming compe- 
tition, the New England far.ner, on his sterile 
soil and worn-out acres, can never sustain 
himself, except by bringing to his aid every 
improvement which discovery in science and 
invention in art has brought to light, and 
which is adapted to his purpose, To cry out 
against these improvements and to refuse 
their assistance, is, therefore, clearly suicidal. 
The vast importance of this topic to the pros- 
perity of New England can hardly be c ;er- 
rated, D.C,

It is now the opinion of good, 
practical farme's, that fruit affords one of the 
cheapest and bist varicties of food for cattle 
and horses, and particularly swine. All of 
these animals fatten well on fruit, either cookcd 
or raw, although many good farmers consider 
that ic is much more valuable when cooked, 
We beliove that the culture of fruit merely as 
food for‘animals would richly repay the labor 
and expense of cultivation.

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“Cuttin Scions” As'the season approaches 
for this interesting portion of every man’s la- 
bor who owns or cultivates a farm*or garden, 
bormie simple directions may not be uninterest- 
ing to many of your readers. Many neglect 
Cutting or procuring them, supposing they 
must be cutat acertain time and kept ina 
particular manner or they are worthless, It is 
quite time all such humbugs should be explo- 
ded. Some years since I had the variety fe- 
ver in fruit culture which has continued with 
fittle abatement. Ihave procured and sent 
scions from and to almost every State from 
Maine to Missouri; have cut and distributed 
more than one handred thousand. So Iought 
to give directions with more confidence than 
a “raw hand.’ After a-tree becomes dor. 
mant and the loaf falls in October, scions may 
be cut at any time before the buds again start, 
which here for eeeded fruits is about the last 
of March or in April. In fact there is no dif- 
ference in time so far as relates to the value 
of the scions—tke only trouble is to keep 
them, This may be done for six months or 
tix years, and have them perfect, Scions cut 
injthe fall may ‘be (buried ‘in any dry soil'in 
orchard or garden until wanted-for use. When 
one is collecting them during the winter, the 
best way is to select some plage where snow 
will not become affected by thaw, and bury 
them in snow. as received, taking them out 
when the snow begins to melt in the spring 
and transferring them ¢o the ice houses or cel- 
lagss : : 

When one cuts scions on his own premises 
for use or distribution, the best time here gen- 
trally is the last of March or early in April, 
as they are then as dormant as in the winter, 
anil lets time and trouble to keep them, 
eKasrine Scions. The only secret is tokeep 
‘them ccol and damp, not wet. The best course 
I have ever tricd isto lay them on a brick 
floor in @ cool-cellar, and cover with dam) 
sacking—if the sacking become dry, sprink| 
it. In this mannerthey are kept in pectect 
order from March until June, and easily 
‘taken as wanted. Muny plants are recom- 
mended, some troublesome and others unsafe. 
I once had more than 5000 packed in damp 
pine saw-dust in a warm cellar, and though 
apparantly in perfect order, they became usc- 
less. 

’ ‘Tranerosttion or Scions, When sent in such 
quantities as to be sent by express, the win- 
ter is the best time—but if sent in the spring, 
they can be easily sent 1000 milcs or more by 
being packed in damp moss which is well un- 
derstood by those who sell scions, so that any 

“one wanting can order with assurance of recei- 

“ying in perfect condition. Amateurs who 
wish sorta, can, at the present low postage get 

“them by mail. Get a piece of oiled silk, which 
you can do at any dry goods store —enclose it 
with two or three stamps to your correspor- 
dent, with directions to wrap the scions_ in it, 

Dry-Scions,—Scions'that have become dry 
(not injured: by witer) may be buried inor- 
dinary garden soil one or two weeks and be- 
come perfect —which if inserted without may 
be worthless, This is also the true mode of 
treating young trees, from dry transportation, 
Bury the whole tree one or two weeks before 
plantiag,and « healthy vigorous growth is ob- 

tained instead of a sickly and slow one, (3ur-
